is a description of the Earth.» Aa thefe two fei cnees have, in many 

refpe&s, a acccflaiy connexion, we (hall take a carfory view of each. 

Of Agronomy. 

Astrohomy is a fcicnce, which baa been the ftudy and admiration of the 
:r*l remote ages. The true fyftem of the univerfe appears to have been- known 

w the railed times. Pythagoras, in particular, who flourifhed.near yco yean 
fof&re Chrift, was undoubtedly acquainted with the prefent do&rine of Ac. 
planetary motions, which he is fuppofed to have learned during his rcfidence 
with tunc more enlightened nations in the Eaft. Hence this do&rine, for 
nsny ages, was called the Pythagorean Syftcra. This fyftem fuppofes the, 
liuh at nft in the centre of the univerfe, and that the heavens revolve round 
u from eaft to weft, carrying all the ccleftial bodies along with them, in twenty 
inat hoars.Being confonant to appearances, it wad adhered to for many 
till happily, m the year 1530, the true fyftem was revived by Nicolaus 
Copernicus, a native of Thorn, in Weftern Pruflia. 


Of the Solar Syfim. 


As by the vnrverfe is to be underftood the whole frame of nature, to the ut- 
^ it extent of the creation, by the film n is meant that portion only of 
::-c univerfe which compreh the Sun, planets, fatellitefi, and comets. Of 
fyftem the Sun is the centre ; and there arc feven planets which revolve 
i-ind him, each in its path or orbit. The names of thefe planets, in the 
ier of their diftance from the Sun, are Mercury, Venus, the Earth, Mars, 

, -piier, Saturn, and the Georgian. The firft two, becaufe they move within 
orbit of the Earth, are called inferior planets ; and the laft four, on account 
f their moving without that orbit : a*e catleri, fuperior planets.

certain, they muff have a progremve motion rotfnd the Sun. As'the Earth, 
moreover, is ficnilar to the other fia planets, it may reasonably be concluded, by 
analogy, that they mud be defignedfor the fame purpofes, althqugh, from their 
different proportions of heat and cold, it »s not credible hat beings of chi r 
make and temperament cCuId live upon all of them. Wc now proceed to the 
confideratjon of each planet in particular. 

i. Mercurt, the neareff planet to the Mo, revolves round that luminary 
ip about eighty- (even days and twenty three boors, or little lefs than three ui 
pur months, which is the length of hia year. Being fcldom fecn, however, on 
account of his proximity to the Sun, ana no fpots appearing on his di(k, the 
time of his rotation on his axis, of the length of his days and nights, is un¬ 
known. His diftapee r from the Sun is 56,841,000 miles; his diameter 5,100 ; 
ahd, in his Annual revolution round the Sun, he moves at the rate of 105,000

follow, are founded on agronomical obfervations made on the trSrtfit of Venui 
over the Sun, in the year 1761. Mercury feems, when viewed in different

Thus Ireland is to the weft of England, P 
land is to the eaft of Germany, and Africa is to the fouth of Europe. V 
may call!y diftmgrrifti the points that lie between thofe that are cardiru. 
thus, though Spain is to the fouth of France, yet it likewife lies to the \\\ 
ward thereof: but as they do not lie exa&ly fouth or weft of ^ach oil;-. 
Spain niay be faid to lie fouthweft of France ; and for the fame reafon, on t 
contrary. France will be noftheaft with regard to Spain. The like may 
fold of any two other countries. 

Of the terms tfed in Geography. 

The word Geography comes from the Greek, and fignifieaa defeription 
the Earth. By the Earth is meant the terraqueous globe compofedof La 
and water, and It is commonly called the terreftrxal globe. Cborogrupf. ' 
the defeription of a country, province, or county ; as, for in dance, Dorfetifn; 
Topography is the defeription of a particular place, as a tovgn and the 1 ik 
Hydrography is a defeription of the water, fuch as oceans, feas, and lakes. 

As the Earth may be reprefented either in the whole, or in part, it for 
the difference between geographical charts or maps, which, however, n 
be reduced to two kinds; namely, general and particular. Among t

^equinoxes ; as alfo the maps which defcrihe fome principal part of the

hara, vfrhich is almoft without w ater; but 
thefe are not quite without inhabitants.

tots. In 1788, an allocution was formed 
for the purpofe of exploring the 
regions of Africa ; and Mr. Lcdyard and 
Mr. Lucas were firledted as their raiffion- 
aries. Mr. Lcdyard died on his j£-nrwy; 
Mr. Lucas was prevented from purfuing 
the plan Sketched out for him, and was 
obliged to content himfclf with fuch im- 
pencil information as his guides could 
give him. In 1795, the African afTociation 
difpatchgd Mr. Park to explore this im- 
menfe continent. His journey has brought 
to our knowledge more important falls 
refptHing the geography of Africa than 
the accounts of any former traveller. He 
has pointed out to us the fources of the 
great rivers, the Senegal, Gambia, and 
Niger; the courfe of this lall he has deter¬ 
mined to be from W. to £, and thus fet 
this much difputed point for ever at reft.

The ftreets arc carefully paved ; have

brick, the fmall end upwards, for the con¬ 
venience of horfes. There is alio a clean- 
iinrfs cbferved here, unknown to the 
other rides of Turkey, there being r.fs dri¬ 
vers who go about the city and take up the 
rubbifh and dull, which each inhabitant 
is obliged to fweep together. The mofquea 
are numerous and fome of them magnifi¬ 
cent- Before each-of them is an area^ with 
a fountain in the middle, deligncd for ab¬ 
lutions before prayers.

AMERICA, one of the four parts of 
the world* and by much |hp largeft It 
is bounded on all fides by the ocean, as 
appears from the lateft difcoveries; it be¬ 
ing formerly fuppofed to job to the north- 
eaft part of Afia. It took its name from 
Americus Vefpucius, a Florentine, who 
is faid to have difeovered that part of the 
country feated under the line. But Amer¬ 
ica t*as firft difeovered by Chrltopher 
Columbus, a Genoefe, in 1401. . It is 
called the New World with great pro¬ 
priety ; for not only the men, but the birds 
and beafts differ, m feme refpedU, from 
thofe known before. It has like wife a 
great, number of trees and plants, that 
grew no where elfe, before they were trans¬ 
planted to other placep. , All the men, 
except the Efkimaux, near Greenland, 
feem to have the fame original; for they 
agree in every particular, from the ftraita 
of Magellan, in the S, to Hudfon’s Bay, 
'in the N. Their (kins, unlcft daubed with 
greafe or oil, are of a red copper colour, 
and they have no beards, or hair on any 
other part of their bodiei, except the head, 
where it is black, ftraight, and coarfc. 
Many are the conjecture* abqut the peo¬ 
pling of this vaft continent,, and almoft as 
various as their authors. America is fo 
long, that it takes in not only all th* Torrid, 
but alfo the Temperate and part of the 
Frigid Zones. It is hard to fay how many 
different langnages there are in America a 
vaft number being fpoken by the different 
people in different parts; and as to their reli¬ 
gion, there is no giving aity tolerable ac¬ 
count of it in general, though fome of the 
moft civilized among themj feem to have 
worlhipped the fun. The principal motive 
of the Spaniards in lending fd many colonies 
here, was the thirft of gold ; and indeed they 
and the Portuguefe are ppfleffpd of all thole 
parts where it is found in greateft plenty. 
Tbit immenfe continent is divi^pd into N 
and S America, which are joined by the 
ifthmus of Darien. It has the loftieft moun-i 
tabs in the world, fuch as thofe that fora^ 
the immenfe ch^n called the Andes 1 
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the bugeft' river*, fuch at the Amiion, 
Plata* Oronoka, MHfiflipl, Illinois, 
Mifaures, Ohio, St. Lawrence, Hudfon, 
Delaware, S«%= Potomac, &c.

Babylon, once a famous city in Alia, 
and >s at that time the largeft in the 
world. It is now fo ruined, that the place 
cannot be difeovered with 
any certainty. However, we are fure that 
it was feated on the river Euphrates ; and 
as fome think over againft Bagdad, which 
is by many travellers, falfely called Baby¬ 
lon. This was alfo the name of a city in 
Egypt, fuppoled to ftand near the place 
where Cairo Hands now. What authors 
tell us concerning the bignefs of Old Ba» 
bylon is almoft incredible ; for they affirm 
it was 366 ltadia in circumference, which is 
about 50 of our ftatute miles; however, it 
was not full of houfes ; for within the. 
walls, were not only gardens and orchards, 
but cultivated fields. It was divided by 
the Euphrates into two equal parts that, 
communicated by a ft one-bridge/> 2 4 feet in 
length, and 30 broad. The Tower of 
Babel, within this city, was built in a 
fquare form, 460 cubits high ; and the cir¬ 
cumference at the bottom 4 or 5000. The 
hanging gardens at Babylon were fuch a 
prodigious work, that they palled for one 
of the feven w r onders of the world ; four 
of them contained each four acres of land, 
and were fupported by vaft columns, at 
the top of a palace 2,500 paces in circum¬ 
ference ; they were dUpotcd in the form 
of an amphitheatre. The walls of Baby¬ 
lon were alio fo altonilhing, that thefe alio 
pafled for one of the l’evcn wonders ; they 
were built of bricks and bitumen; jo 
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Rules in circumference, 200 feet high, and 
50 thick. There wasalfo a temple con¬ 
secrated to Betas, whofc magnificence cor* 
reijponded with the grandeur of the city, 
fine the capital of the Aflyrian empire, 
ands afterwards that of the kingdom of 
Babylon founded by Nabonafiar.

This tower has been obferved to {hake 
with the wind. The caftle of Brechin 
was burlt on an eminence a little S'of the 
town, and was gallantly defended againft 
the Eng$fh in 1303, by Sir Thomas Maule. 
The family of Panmure have now a houfe 
in the fituation of the old caftle. Its manu¬ 
factures of coarfe linen and fail-cloth are 
at prefent profperous, it has a weekly mar¬ 
ket on Tuefday, to which great quantities 
of yarn are brought from the tountry for 
fale ; there are alfo here feveral fairs 
through the year for cattle.

In wealth, trade, and population, it has 
long been reckoned the fecond in this 
kingdom, ft is feated at the confiueneeof

Briflol has a prodigious trade; for it b 
reckoned that* hence 2000 fhips fail yearly. 
The tide rifmg to a greyt height in thefc 
narrow rivers, brings veflels.of confiderabk 
burden to the quay. But the iargefr fhips 
are difeharged- at Hungroad four mil#* 
below the city, and the goods are b r ou g ht 
to the quay by lighters. For building, 
equipping and repairing fhips, there are 
docks, yards, rope walls and fbip-wrighttr 
There are fome confiderabk woollen manu¬ 
factures ; and no left than 15 glafs-houfes, 
and a fugar refinery which is one of its prin¬ 
cipal manufactures. For fupplying^he city 
with water there are fix public conduits; 
mud handlome hackney coaches may be 
at reasonable rates. There are alfo 
frag • coaches which fet out every day for 
Bath, London, and other places. Hither 
is a great refort in the fammer of invalids 
as well as other company ; for whofe ac¬ 
commodation and entertainment there as 
a pump-room, ball-room, coffee houft, 
with taverns, and a great number of ele¬ 
gant lodging houfes, both below on a level 
with the well, and above in the delightful 
village of Clifton, which is fituated on the 
brow of a hill, from whence there are 
downs extending ieveral miles where the 
company ride out for exercifc. It has xS 
churches, befide the cathedral, a bridge 
over the Avon, a cuftomhoufe, and an ex¬ 
change. The Hot Well, about a mile 
from the town, on the fide of the Avon,is 
much reforted to: It is of great purity, 
and has obtained a high reputation in 0:111- 
famptive cafes. In St. Vincent’s Rock, 
above this well, are found thofe native 
cryftals, fo well known under the name 
of Brifto! ftones. BelTdes this well, there is 
a cold fpring which gufhes out of a rock 
on the fide of a river, that fupplies the 
cold bath. The city walls have been de- 
molilhed long ago ; but there arc feveral 
gates yet ftanding. Here are nfed fledges 
inftead of carts, becaufe the vaults and 
common fewers would be injured by them. 
Briftol is governed by a mayor, has a mar¬ 
ket on Wednesday, Friday, and Saturday,' 
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aftd fends two members to parliament. It* 
is \% miles wnw of Bath, 34 ssw of Glou- 
eefter, aid 1*4 w of London.

It 
is divided into two iflands by another ftrait 
thro* which Capt. Cartanet failed in 1767. 
New Britain lies in Ion. 152 19 E, and lat. 
40 s. The fliores of both iflands arq 
rocky, the inland parts high and mountain¬ 
ous, but covered with trees of various kinds, 
among which are the nutmeg, the cocoa- 
nut, and different kinds of palm. The in¬ 
habitants are black, and woolly-headed, 
like negroes, but have not their flat nofes 
and thick lips.

Cairo, or Grand Cairo, a large city, 
capital of Egypt, with a caftle built on a 
rock. It is divided into the New and Old 
cities ; Old Cairo is on the E fide of the 
Nile, and almoft uninhabited. New Cairo 
is a mile from the river Nile, and feven 
miles in circumference. The ftreets are 
row and winding, that it is impofiible 
f their dire< 5 tion amid the multitudes 
of houfes which ftand crouding on each 
other. The caftle includes the palaces of 
the fultans of Egypt, now almoft buried 
under their own ruins ; domes overthrown, 
heaps of rubbifii, gilding, and pi (ft u res, the 
colours of which have defied corroding 
time, llately marble columns ftill ftanding, 
but in general -without capitals ; fuch are 
the tokens of its former magnificence. 
From Jofeph’s hall, there is a delightful 
profpe<ft over the city, the pyramids, and 
all the country round. It was probably a 
terrace to that magnificent room which is 
now open on the top, and is adorned with, 
large beautiful pillars of red granite. 
There are feveral public bagnios, very 
handlome within, and ufed as places of 
refrclhment and diverfion, efpecially for 
the women, who go there twice a week ; 
but the wives of great men have baths At 
home. It is exceedingly populous ; feveral 
families living in one houfe, and a number 
of people living in each room f and in 
the bufy time of the day, the ftrects are fo 
crowded, that it is difficult to pafs along. 
The women have greater liberty here than 
in any part of the Turkiih empire ; and 
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there are particular ftreets where the cour¬ 
tezans fit at the doors, richly drtfled. 
The Califh is a canal which conveys the 
waters of the Nile into the city : it is 20 
feet broad, and has houfes on each fide of 
it. As foon as the water begins to rife, 
they clofe the mouth of the canal with 
earth, and place a mark, to (how the time 
when this and all other canals in the 
kingdom are to be opened, whicli is done 
with great folemnity. There are not lefs 
than 300 mofques in Cairo, the lofty 
minarets of which prefent a very phftur- 
appearance. The Europeans have 
confuls and fadlorsr here j and it was a 
place of very great trade, before the dis¬ 
covery of the Cape of Good Hope. It was 
taken by the French under Buonaparte, 
in their late expedition to Egypt. It is 
100 miles S of the mouth of the Nile, 
Eon.

any other city can prefent. The hackery 
here mentioned is a final! covered eat> 
riage upon two wheels, drawn by bul¬ 
locks, and ufed generally for the female 
part of the family. The Ganges is navi¬ 
gable up to the town for the largeft (hips 
that vifit India. Here is the feat of the 
governor-general and council of Bengal, 
who have a controul over the prcfidcncies 
of Madras, Bombay, and Bencoolen. 
Here is likewife a fupremc court of judi¬ 
cature, in which juftice is difpenfed, ac¬ 
cording to the law's of England, by z 
chief juftice and three puifnc judges. In 
1756, Calcutta was taken by the foubah 
of Bengal, who forced the feeble garrifon, 
to the amount of 146 perfons, into a pri* 
fon called tWb Black Hale, a cube of 18 
feet, out of which only 43 came alive. 
It was retaken the next year ; the vuftory 
of Piaffe y followed ; and the inhuman 
foubah was depofed, and put to death by 
his lucceilbr. Immediately after this 
viftory the erection of Fort William com¬ 
menced, which is fujjerior to any fortrefs 
in India.

And in the latter part of 
the year, when they arc overflowed by 
water, they appear covered with fogs ; fo 
that while the higher grounds of the adja¬ 
cent country glitter with the beams of the 
fun, the ifle of Ely appears wrapt in a raift.

Ahmed Abdalla, the founder of this 
kingdom, -was originally the chief of an 
Afghan tribe, named Abdal (whence the 
ha me Adballi) who was ftript of his coun¬ 
try by Nadir Shah, in 1739. On the 
death of Nadir, he fuddenly appeared a- 
mong his former fubjedts, and eredted a 
conliderable kingdom in the eaftern part 
of Perfia, adding to it moil of the pro¬ 
vinces to the w of the Indus, which had 
been ceded by the Great Mogul to Nadir 
Shah, together with Calhmcrc on the E of 
fhat river. 

Candia, an idand in the Mediterra¬ 
nean, formerly Crete, lying to the s of the 
Archipelago. The capital, of the fame 
name, though populous formerly, is little 
better than a delart, there being nothing 
but rubbifh, except at the bazar or mar¬ 
ket-place ; and the harbour of Candia is 
now fit for nothing but boats ; but the 
walls of the town are {landing, and it is 
the fee of a Greek archbiftiop. This ifland 
wafe taken by the Turks, in 1669* aftec 
a war of 25 years; It was attempted to 
be retaken by the Venetians, in 169a, 
without effedt. The produdts are corn, 
wine, oil, wool, fiik, and excellent honey. 
The climate of Candia is delightful. The 
heat is never excefiive ; and in the plains 
violent cold i9 never felt. Its the warmeft 
days of fmrnner the air is cooled by breezes 
from the fea. Except December and 
January the whole year is one continued 
fine day. The fky is always unclouded and 
ferenc ; the winds mild and refrelhing 
breezes. The mountains are covered with 
a great number of odoriferous plants ; the 
rivulets which flow down the vallies, are 
overhung with myrtles, and laurel-rofc 3 ; 
clumps of orange, citron, and almond trees 
are fcattered over the fields ; fome exten- 
five plains are arrayed in l'affron, and the 
cavities of the rocks are fringed with fweet 
fmellmg dittany- In a word from the 
hills, the vales, and the plains, on all hands 
there arife clouds of exquifite perfumes, 
which embalm the air and render it a lux¬ 
ury to breathe it. Candia is ao'o miles 
in length, and 50 in breadth.

That king appointed a 
conftable of Dover Caftje (who is now 
called Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports) 
and invefted him with the command of 
thefe parts, whofe inhabitants had confi- 
dcrable privileges. Amongft others they 
were each of.them to fend two barons to 
Teprefcnt them in parliament; they were 
to be exempted from fubfidies and aids ; 
their heirs were to be free from pcrfonal 
wardfhip notwithftanding any tenure ;

own towns, not elfewhere. For thefe 
privileges, they were obliged to fupply the 
government with 57 fliips, at 40 days 
notice, and to pay their crews during 15 
days.

of the nation : they take pride in the 
courage of their hulbands, and reproach 
them feverely when defeated. They po- 
lilh and take care of the armour of the 

men. Their language they have in com-, 
mon with the other neighbouring Tartars, 

although the chief people among then* 
are alfo not ignorant of the Ruffian: 
their religion is Paganifm; for not with- 
{landing they ufe circumcifion among thcn>, 
they have neither prieft, alcoran, or mofque, 
fike other Mahometans. Every body here 
offers his own facrifice at pleafure ; for 
which, however, they have certain clays, 
eftablifhed rather by cuftom than any 
pofitive command ; their moft folemn fac¬ 
rifice is offered at the death of their near- 
eft friends ; upon which occafion both me* 
and women meet in the field to be pre¬ 
fent at the offering, which is an he-goat; 
and having killed, they flay it, and flrttcii 
the fkin with the head and horns on, upon 
a crofs at the top of a long pole, placed 
commonly in a quickfet hedge (to keep 
the cattle from it); and near the place 
the facrificc is offered by boiling and read¬ 
ing the flefh, which they afterwards eaL. 
When the feaft is over, the men rife, and 
having paid their adoration to the fkin, 
and muttered over fome certain prayers, 
the women withdraw, and the men con¬ 
clude the ceremony with drinking a great 
quantity of aquavitae; and this generally 
ends in a quarrel before they part. The 
face of the country is pleafantly diverfified 
with mountains, valleys, woods, lakes, 
and rivers ; and, though not much cul¬ 
tivated, is far from being unfruitful. 
In fummer the inhabitants (juit the towns, 
and encamp in the fields like the neigh¬ 
bouring Tartars ; occafionrdly fhifting their 
ftations along with their flocks and herds. 
Befides game, in which the country greatly 
abounds, the Circaffians e.it beef and mut¬ 
ton ; but that which they prefer to all 
others is the flefh of a young horfe. Their 
bread confifts of thin cakes of barley 
meal, baked upon the hearth, which 
they always eat new ; and- their ufual 
driuk is water or mare’s milk ; from the 
latter of which they diftil a fpirit, a» 
moft of the Tartar nations. They allot 
no fixed hours for the refrefhments of the 
table or fleep, which they indulge irregu¬ 
larly, as inclination or convenience dic- 
tes. When the men make excurfions int# 
an enemy’s country, they will pals ltveral 
days and nights fucccffively without fleep- 
ing ; but, at their return, devote as much 
time to repofe as the fbacc in which they 

had before with-held from that gratifka- 

‘ 
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txofl. When they eat, they fit crofs-legged 
6 n the floor, the fldn of fome animal lerv- 
ing them inftead of a carpet. In removing 
from one part of the country to another, 
the women and children are carried in 
Waggons, which are a kind of travelling 
houfes,‘and drawn by oxen or camels, 
they never uling horfes for draught.' Their 
breed of the latter, however, is reckoned 
exceeding good ; and they are accuftomed 
to fwim almoft any river on horfcback. 
The Women and children fmoke tobacco 
as well as the men ; and this is the molt 
acceptable commodity which a traveller 
can carry with him into the Tartar coun¬ 
tries. There are here rfo public inns, 
which indeed are unneceflary ; for fo great 
is the holpitality of the people, that they 
wUI contend with each other who ffiall 
entertain any ftrahger that happens to 
tome among them.—The principal branch 
of their traffic is their own children, ef- 
pe daily their daughters, whom they fell 
for the ufe of the ieraglios in Turkey and 
Perfia, where they frequently marry to 
great advantage, and make the fortune of 
their families. Whatever may have been 
flic original religidn of this people, they 
have been fucceffively converted to Chrift- 
ianity and Mahomctanifm, and have now 
no religion or worfhip among them. They 
break, without fcruple, fuch oaths as they 
have taken on the bible and the koran • 
but there are certain forms ef oaths, and 
certain places, in the neighbourhood of 
their rums (fuppofed to be remains of 
Chriftian churches) which infure their 
fidelity. Their courage, great as it is, 
hr not proof again ft rcltgiCus terrors. 
Like all barbarians, they believe that what 
is called accident, may bo influenced by 
particular ceremonies. The Circaffians 
nave not any letters of their own; thofe 
*nv>ng them who wifti to write their lan- 
■ guage being qbliged to make ufe of Ara¬ 
bian characters. 

Cirencester, a confiderable borough 
in Gloucefterjfhire, with a market on 
Monday and Friday.

It 
is annually overflowed and confequently 
fruitful in rice. They have likewife fugar-

The 
religion of the inhabitants is much the 
fame as that of China. Their cities and 
towns have gates at the end of each ftreet* 
which are (hut every night i and if any 
fire break out in a ward, afl the inhabi* 
tants are deftrjyed, except the women and 
children. * *

The Hungarians, the 
Coflacks, and Tartars fuceeeded in their 
turn; while the Genoefe, in the 12th 
century, held a temporary and precarious* 
pofleflion of the feaports, which they were 
obliged to yield to the Turks in 1475. 
At the peace of 1774, the Tartars of 
the Crimea were declared independent. 
The mountains are well covered with 
woods fit for the purpofe of ffiip-building, 
and contain plenty of wild bealls. The 
valleys conlift ol fine arable land ; on the 
Tides of the hills grow corn and vines in 
great abundance, and the earth is rich 
in mines. But thefe mountaineers are as 
carelefs and negligent as the inhabitant* 
of the deferts ; flighting all thefe advan¬ 
tages ; and, like their brethren of the 
lowlands, arc fufficicntly happy if they are 
m pofleflion of a fat ffieep*and as much 
bread as ferves»thcm to eat. In 1783, the 
Ruffians took pofleflion of the country with 
an army; the following year, it was ceded 
to them by the Turks ; and the peaceably 
pofleflion of the whole was fecured to 
them in 1791, by the ceflion pf the for- 
trefs of Oczakow. The Crimea is di¬ 
vided into two parts, by mountains which 
run E and W. The N diviliou is flat, 
oor, and fit for pafturage only.

This part of the county is 
called the Peak, from a »Saxon word 
ftgnifying an eminence.

I11 1709, another built of 
wood, but on a different conftrueSlion, was 
fcreefted by Mr. Rudyard, which was con- 
fumed by fire in 175 5 ♦ Another, of ftone, 
was begun by the celebrated Mr. Smeaton, 
on April 2, 1757, and finifhed Auguft 24, 
1759. The rock, which Hopes toward 
the SW, is cut into, horizontal fteps, in- 
% to which are dovetailed, and united by 
a ftrong cement, Portland ftone, and gra¬ 
nite. The whole, to the height of 35 
feet from the foundation, is a folid.of 
Hones, engrafted into each other, and 
united by every means of additional 
ftrength. The building has four rooms, 
one over the otheV, and at the top a gal¬ 
lery and lantern. The ftone floors are 
flat above, but concave beneath, and are 
kept from prefling. againll die fides of 
the building by a chain, let into the walls. 
It is nearly 80 feet high, and has been 
Handing 36 years, during which time it 
has been afi'aulted by the fury of the 
elements, without fuffering the fmalleft 
injury; and, in all probability, nothing

It is 
divided into the Upper, Middle, and 
Lower ; which laft comprehends the 
Delta; and. though the air is naturally 
hot, and not very whoiefome, it enjoys to 
many other advantages, that it has been 
always extremely populous* Egypt car¬ 
ried on 2 conliderable trade in E India 
commodities*, till the Portuguefe found the 
way round the Cape of Good Hope. 
However.the merchants of Europe yifit 
the harbours in the Mediterranean, and 
import and export fev^ral forts of mer- 
chindifd; and from other partsthe natives 
get elephants teeth, ebony, gold duft, 
mufk, civet,-ambergris, and coffee. The 
old duft is brought from Negroland, to 
ez and Morocco, and thence to Cairo, 
over immenfe deferts. The principal 
Commodities which the merchants pur- 
chafe, are coffee, fenna, caffia, rhubarb, 
fal ammoniac, rayrrh, faffron, faltpetrej 
aloes, opium, indigo, fugar, fandal wood, 
dates, cotton cloth, &c. The complexion 
of the Egyptians is tawny, and the further 
S the darker, fo that thofe near Nubia 
are almoft black.' They are generally 
indolent and cowardly: the richer fort 
do nothing all day but drink coffee, fmoke 
tobacco, and deep ; and they arc igno¬ 
rant, proud, haughty, and ridiculoufly 
vain. Flora March to November, the 
heat, to an European, is almoft infup- 
portable ; but the othy months are more 
temperate.

They are of a different race 
from the other native Americans ; for, as 
they have no beards, thefe have them fo 
thick and large, 9 that it is difficult to dif- 
cover any feature of their faces. They 
are always well clothed, for there is no¬ 
thing to be feen but part of their faces and 
their hands. They have a fort of fhirt, 
made of the guts of fifh, with a coat of bear 
or bird fkins, and a cap on their, head. 
They have likewife breeches mkde of 
(kins, with the hair, within, and covered 
with furs without. They have alfo two 
pair of boots, one over another, of the 
fame fort of fkins. In fummer, they 
have nothing to cover them in the night ; 
and in winter, they lodge together pro- 
mifeuoufly in caves. The drde of the 
women is nearly the fame as that of the 
men. As for murder, which is fo com¬ 
mon among all the tribes of fouthern In¬ 
dians, it is fcldom heard of among them, 
A murderer is Ihunned and detdied by all 
the tribe, and is forfaken even by his rela¬ 
tions ancf former friends. The women 
perform the molt laborious offices j they 
pitch the tents, carry or haul burdens, 
make or mend clothes, and cook the vic¬ 
tuals. When any thing is prepared for 
eating, the wives and daughters of the 
greateft captain in the country are never 
ferved, till all the males, even thofe'in the 
capacity of fervants have eaten what they 
think proper. .

However their ferti¬ 
lity is Tjcry great, and even the higher 
grounds in this county are very fruitful.

Etna, Mount, a volcano of Sicily, 
now called Gibel by the inhabitants* It 
is 63 miles in circumference at the bafe, 
and 10,954 feet in height. But travellers 
vary greatly in their accounts both of its 
height and circumference. This mountain 
famous froth the remote ft* antiquity, both 
for its bulk and terrible eruptions, ftands in 
the eaftern part of the ifland, in a very ex- 
tenfive plain. This Angle mountain affords 
an epitome of the different climates 
throughout the whole world : towards the 
foot it is very hot; farther up, more tem¬ 
perate ; and grows gradually more and 
more cold the higher we afeend. At the 
very top, it is perpetually covered with 
fnow s frem thence the whole illand is • 
fupplied with that article, fo neceffary ih a 
hot climate. Great quantities of fnow and 
ice are likewife exported to Malta and 
Italy, making a coufiderable branch of 
commerce. In the middle of the fiiowy 
regions ftands the great crater , or mouth 
of Etna. It is a little mountain, about a 
quarter of a mile perpendicular, and very 
fteep, fituated in the middle of a gently in¬ 
clining plain, of about nine miles in cir¬ 
cumference. It is entirely formed of flone* 
and afhes ; which, as Mr. Hamilton was in¬ 
formed by leveral people of Catania, had 
been thrown up 25 or 30 years before the 
time (1769) he vifited Mount Etna. In 
the middle of the little mountain is a hol¬ 
low, about 20 miles and a half in circumfe¬ 
rence. It goes fhelving down, frem the 
top, like an inverted cone. In the middle 
of this funnel is the tremendous and un¬ 
fathomable gulph, fo much celebrated in 
all ages. From this gulph continually, ii- 
fue terrible and confufed nodes, which in 
eruptions are increafcd to fuch a degree as 
to be heard at a prodigious tliftancf. The 
firft eruption of Etna, on record, is that 
mentioned by Diodorus Siculus, without 
fixing the period when it happened; but 
the fecond, recorded by Thucydides, was 
in the year 734 B. C. From this period 
to the year 1447* there were 18 more erup¬ 
tions. After this it ceafcd to emit fire near 
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•o years. The next was hi 1536 ; others 
followed In 1537,1567* 1603 (which con¬ 
tinued till 1636), 1664 (which continued 
14 years) 168*, 1686, 1693* I 755 > *7^3> 
1764, 1766, 1780, 1787, and 1794. Of 
all its eruptions, that' of 1663 was the 
moll terrible ; it was attended with an 
earthquake that overturned the town of 
Catania, and buried 18,000 perfons in its 
ruins.

Peter’s, the cathedral, is a magnificent 
pile ; though little now remains of the 
ancient fabric of the church, except that 
part which is called Our Lady’s Chapel. 
A moft beautiful modem painted glafs 
window lias been lately erettted at the 
weftem end of the cathedral, the eaftern 
end having before a remarkable fine an¬ 
tique one. In the other windows there 
is much fine ancient painted glafs. The 
altar is remarkable for its beautiful dc- 
fign and execution. The grand weftern 
end of the church is moft magnificently 
*domcd with the ftatues of the patriarchs, 
Ac. The Chapter-houfe w r as built in 1439. 
The beautiful throne for the bifhop w f as 
conftriwftcd about 1476, and is Liid to 
be the grandcfl of the kind in Britai* f 
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&ups 6f burden formerly came up to tliis 
city ; but the navigation was almoft def* 
troyed hy Henry Courtney, earl of Devon, 
and, though repaired, could riot be re- 
flored to its former ftate.

'1 he wild ani- 
nwM are the ollrich, and antelops of 
various kinds ; one of which is called the 
huaddee, aud is celebrated for the lingular 
addrefs with which, whtu chafed by the 
hunters, amid its craggy heights, it plunge* 
from the precipice, and lighting on it* 
hams, without danger of puriuit,- con?

of alliance wliich Geneva contra<fted witfi 
B**~n and Frib”r«h, in 1526, may be Con- 
fidered as the serft of its liberty and indepen¬ 
dence ; for, not long after, the dukes of 
SaVoy were deprived of the authority which 
they pofiefied over this city ; the bifhop 
was expelled; a republican ^orm of govern¬ 
ment eftahlifhed, ami the reformation intro¬ 
duced. In 1584, Geneva concluded a 
treaty of perpetual alliance with Zurich 
and Bern, by which it is allied with the 
Swifs cantons. During the greater part of 
the laft century, to the year 1789, the hif- 
tory of Ctcneva contains little more, than 
a narrative of contefts between the arifto- 
cratic and the popular parties, the hiftory 
of which would require a volume to relate. 
It may futfice to obferve here, that the years 
17^8, 1782, and 1789, were diftin- 
guilhed by great revolutions ; and that, by 
the laft, the conftitution was wifely model¬ 
led into a mean between the too popular 
form eftnbliihed in 1768, and the too arif- 
tnrratic form eftablilhed in 1782. The 
ftoufes of Geneva are lofty ; and many, that 
Hand in the trading part of the city, have 
arcades of wood, which are railed even to 
the upper (lories. Thefe arcades, fupport- 
cd by pillars, give a gloomy appearance to 
the ftrect, but are ufeful to the inhabitant* 
in prote&ing them from the fun and rain. 
Playing at cards, or drinking at public- 
lioufes is not permitted ; but they exercife 
their militia, play at bowls, and have other 
diverfkms on Sunday; where,however the 
duties of the day, during the hours appro¬ 
priated to divine ferviee, are obferved with 
the utmoft decorum. In 1794, by the in¬ 
trigues of the French faction, a revolution 
or infurre&ion was brought about, refem- 
bbng in miniature that of France, by which 
much mifehief was done, and many of the 
principal inhabitants obliged to fly, after 
leaving their property at the mercy of thein- 
furgents. Geneva is 40 miles NE of Cham- 
berry, and 135 NW of Turin.

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Georgia, a beautiful country of Alia, 

called by the Perfians Gurgiltan, and by 
the Turks Gurtftii. It is one of the feven' 
Caucafian nations, in the countries between 
the Black Sea and the Cafpian, and com¬ 
prehends the ancient Iberia and Colchis. 
It is bounded on the N by Circaffia, on 
the E by Dagheftari and Schirvan, on the 
S by Armenia, and on the W by the 
Cuban, or new Ruffian government of 
Caucasus. Georgia is as fertile a country 
as can be feen ; the bread is as good 
here as in any part of the world ; the 
fruit of an exquifite flavour, and of dif¬ 
ferent forts ; no place in Europe rVields 
better pears and apples, and no place in 
Afia better pomegranates. The country 
‘abounds with cattle, venifon, and wild 
fowl, of all lbrts ; the river Kur is well 
flocked with filh j and the wine is fo 
rich, that the king of Perlia has always 
fome of it for his own table. The in¬ 
habitants are robuit, valiant, and of a 
jovial temper \ great lovers of wine, and 
tfteemed very trufty and faithful; endowed 
with good natural parts, but, for want of 
education very vicious. The women are 
4 b fair arid comely, that the wives and 
concubines of the king of Perfia and his 
court* are for the moft part Georgian 
women. This country formerly abound, 
cd with great cities, as appears not on-* 
ly from its hiftory, but from the i^iins of 
many of them ftill vifible, which Ihow 
that they muft have been very large, 
opulent, and magnificently built. Theft 
were all ek'd roved by the inundations of 
northern barbarians from mount Caucaius, 
as the Alans, linns, Sue'd, and fome 
others, lb much noted in hiltorv for their 
firength, courage, and conquers. The 
latdt divifion of this country is into 
nine provinces ; five of which ( form 
what is commonly called the kingdom 
of Georgia ; and four tompoft the 
kingdom or principality of Iracritia. I'lie 
hills arc covered with forefts of oak, alh, 
beech, chefljmts, walnuts, and elms, en¬ 
circled with vines, growing perfectly wild, 
but producing valt quantities of grapes. 
Proin thefe is annually made as much 
wine as is neediary for their yearly 
coniump'tion ; the remainder are left tt> 
rot on the vines. Colton grows fpou- 
tana.ufly, as well as the fin ell European 
fruit-trees. Rice, wheat millet, hpnp, 
and flax afe railed on the plains, ahnolt 
without culture.

It is * divided 
Into ten circles, three of which lie on the 
N, namely Upper Saxony, Lower JSaxony, 
and Weftphalia ; three on the S, Auftria, 
Bavaria, and Suabia; three about the mid¬ 
dle, Franconia, the Upper and Lower 
Rhine ; the tenth an<l lift is the circle of 
Burgundy, or ancient Belgium, which for¬ 
merly confifted of the duchy of Burgundy, 
and the 17 provinces of the Low Countries, 
but thefe have been long (race fevered from 
the empire of Germany. In this country 
are upwards of 300 fovereign princes and 
ftates, moft of them independent in their 
refpe£Vive territories: the emperor, or head 
of the G^mattic body, i§ cholen by the 
nine electors, fpiritual and temporal; the 
ccclefiaftical princes, confifting of arch- 
bifhops, bifhops, Abbots aud abbefles ; 
fecular princes, confifting of dukes, mar- 
quifles, counts, landgraves, and barons, 
with free cities, either imperial or Hanfe 
towns ; both which are fovereign ftates* 
and fend d ties to the general diet of 
parliament of the empire.

It has feveral fine cities, caftles, pala¬ 
ces, and feats, and is more populous than 
France. Charlemagne, the i^n of Pepin, 
and king of France, was the founder of 
the German empire in the year 800 of the 
Chriftian sera, being then fovereign of 
Italy, great part of Spain, and the S. of 
Germany. The empire was divided a- 
mong Charlemagne's defeendants, and 
the fovereign of Italy and Germany only 
retained the ftyle of emperor, the prince? 
of the empire being then his feodaries or 
vaflals. The imperial crown continued 
hereditary for 300 years after Charle¬ 
magne, when the pope of Rome, in or¬ 
der to diminilh the emperoris authority, 
and increafc his own, ftirred up the Ger¬ 
man princes to alter the conftitution, and 
make the imperial dignity elective. So 
that during the mutual flruggles between 
the head of the church and the empire, 
for fuperiority, fcveral fovereign ftates 
Were eretfted in Italy and Germany, in¬ 
dependent of either. The emperors,

breadth. The Lower Glaciers do not as 
is generally imagined, communicate with 
each other, they moitly ftretih in a tranf- 
verfe direction, and are bordered at the 
higher extremity by inacceffible rocks, and 
on the other extend into the cultivated vat- 
lies. The thicknefs of the ice varies In, 
different parts. M. de Sauffure found its 
general depth in the glacier dei Bois from 
80 to 100 feet; but queflions not the in 
formation of thofe who affert, that, in fomc 
places, its thicknefs exceeds even 600 feet. 
Thefe immenfe fields of ice ufually reft on 
an inclined plane, Being pufhed forward 
by the preffure of their own weight, and 
but weakly fupported by the rugged rocks 
beneath, they are interfered by large trial, 
verle chafms; and prefent the appearance 
of walls, pyramids, and other fantaftic 
fiiapes, obferved at all heights, and in all 
fituations, wherever the declivity exceeds 
30 or 40 degrees. But in thofe parts, 
whefc the plane on which they reft is 
horizontal, or only gently inclined, the fur- 
face of the ice is nearly uniform : the 
thafms are but few and narrow, and the 
traveller croffes on foot, without much dif¬ 
ficulty. The furface of the ice is not fi> 
flippery as that of frozen ponds or rivers; 
it is rough'and granulated, and is only dan¬ 
gerous to the paffenger in fteep defeents : 
it is not tranfparent, is extremely porous and 
full of fmall bubbles, which ftldom exceed 
th^fize of a pea, and confequently is not 
fo compa<fl as common ice. For the theory 
of the f ormation of the Glaciers, the reader 
is referred to M. de Sauffure. The Upper 
Glaciers * may be fubdivided into thole 
which cover the fummits, and thofk which 
extend along the fides of the Alps. Thofe 
which cover the furnmits of the Alps, owe 
their origin to the fnow that falls at all 
fcafons of the year, and which remains 
nearly in its Original ftate, being congealed 
into a hard fubftance, and not converted 
into icc. The fubftance which clothes the 
fides of the Alps is neither pure fnow like 
that of the fummits, nor ice which forms 
the Lower Glaciers, but is an affemblage 
of both. It contains^ id’s fnow than the 
fummits,beeaufe the fummer heat has more 
power to diffolve it; and beeaufe the lique¬ 
fied fnow defeending from above, the ir.afs 
is penetrated with a larger quantity of wa¬ 
ter. It contains more fnow than the Lower 
Glaciers, becaule the diffolution of the lhow 
i§ fcWiparativcly lefs.

fummits to the ice of the Lower Glaciers, 
formed by the intermediate mixture of 
fnow and ice, which becomes more com- 
padl and lefs portis in proportion as it ap¬ 
proaches the Lower Glaciers, until it un¬ 
ites and albmilates with them.

Gloucester, a city in Gloucefter- 
fliire, with a market on Wednefday and 
Saturday.

From the 
middle of the city, where the four prin¬ 
cipal ftreets meet, there is a defeent every 
way, which makes it not only clean and 
healthy, but adds to the beauty of the 
place. It once contained 11 churches, 
but now has only five, befidc the cathe¬ 
dral of St. Ptter, which is an ancient 
but magnificent fabric, and has a tower, 
reckoned one of the neateft and moft 
. curious pieces of architecture in England. 
In ‘which cathedral are the tombs of 
Robert duke of Nor mandy, fon to 
William the Conqueror, and of Ed¬ 
ward II. and there is a whifpering 
palace like to that of St. Paul's at 
London. It has five hofpitais, two free- 
frhoois, and a new county goal; and was 
fortified with a wall, which Charles II, 
after the reftoration, ordered to be de- 
xnoliihed. Gloucefter is a county of 
itfelf, governed by a mayor, and fends 
two members to parliament. Great quan¬ 
tities of pins are made here; and there, 
are 13 incorporated trading companies. 
Here is a good ftone bridge over the river 
Severn, with a quay, wharfs and cuftom- 
houle, ‘but moft of its bufinefs is engrofled 
by Briftol.

Itchin ; befides feveral fmaller ftreams, 
all abounding in fifh, cfpccially trout. As 
its fea-coaft is of a confiderable extent, 
it poflefles many good ports and hvbours, 
and is well fupplicd with falt-water filh. 
Much honey is produced in the country. 
Here is alfo plenty of game, and on the 
downs is moft delightful hunting.

abounds with goats, rabbits, a fmall breed 
of horfes, ring-phcaianis, red 4 egged part¬ 
ridges, rice-birds, pigeons, &c. of fome of 
which the breed is indigenous, but others 
have been brought from Africa, Europe, or

it fall off their back in rags. At igno¬ 
rant of agriculture as apes and monkies, 
they are obliged, like them, to wander over 
hills and' dales, after certain wild roots, 
berries, and plants, which, tlpy eat 
raw. Their table, however, is oompofed* 
of feveral other difhes, among* which are 
catterpillars, termites, locufts, graihoppers, 
fnakes, and fpiders. Another tribe of 
Hottentots, near the* mouth of Orange 
River, were obferved by lieutenant Pater- 
fon, in Us journey to the NW in 1779, 
Their huts were loftier, and thatched with 
grafs. Their mode of living m in the high- 
eft degree wretched, and they are appa¬ 
rently the moft dirty of all the Hottentot, 
tribes. Their dreis is compofed pf the 
fltms of foals s d jackal Is, the flefh of which 
they eat* When a grampus is caJtafhorc, 
they remove their huts to the place, and 
fubiift upon it as long as any part of it re¬ 
mains ; and, in this manner,.it fometimes 
affords them fuftcnance for half a year, 
though in a great meafure decayed and pu- 
trifled by the fun. They fipear their ikin 
with the oil, the odour of which is fo 
powerful, that their approach may be per* 
ceived fome time before they appear in 
view. With rdjpetft to the Hottentots, 
ip generalp none of them feem to have any 
religion, nor do they appear willing -to 
receive any infix n&ion. All of them, 
however, have the timirft opinion of the 
power of magic * whence it might be in¬ 
ferred, that they believe in an evil being, 
but they pay no religious worfhip to him, 
though from this fourcc they derive all- 
the evils that happen ; and among thefe 
they reckon cold, rain, and thunder. So 
monftroully ignorant are they, that the 
Bofhmans wUl abuie the thunder with 
many opprobrious epithets, and threaterf 
to ailault the lightning. Even the moft 
intelligent ot them could not be convinced 
by Dr. Span-man, that rain was not always 
an evil, and that it would be an unhappy 
circumftance, were it never to rain. They 
feem, however, to have fptne idea of 4 
future ftate, as they reproach their friends, 
when dead, with leaving them fo foon ; 
adraonifhing them to behave henceforth 
more properly r by which they mean, that 
their aeceaied friends ihouid not cCrae back 
again and haunt them, nor allow themfolves 
to be made ufc of by wizards, to bring any 
mifehief on thole that furvive them. The 
Hottentots fleep promifcuoufly in the 
fame hut, and arc neither acquainted 
with the difference of age, nor with that 
invincible horror which Separates being; 
coftne&cd by blood. The country pof. 
foiled by the Dutch is of a pretty confide?. 
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able extent, comprehending not only the 
large trad between Table Bay and 
Falie Bay, but that which is called Hot¬ 
tentot, Holland, extending from Falfe 
6ay to^the Cabo dos Agulhas, or Cape 
of Needles, and the country further E 
beyond St. Cfy-iftopher’s River, called 
Terra < 3 e Natal. The whole of this 
country is naturally barren and mountain¬ 
ous •, but the induftrious Dutch have 
overcome all natural difficulties, and it 
produces, not only a fufficicney of all 
■ the neceflaries of life for the inhabitants, 
bet alfo for the refrefhment of all the Eu¬ 
ropean, ftiips that .touch -here. The 
Dutch confider the year as divided into 
two fcafons, which they ^erpi iqonfoons ; 
the wet monfoon, * or winter, begins in 
March ; and the dry one, or fummer, in 
September. , Among the • quadrupeds of 
this country are antelopes, which go in 
Jierds of 20,000 each; buifeloes ; came- 
leopardililes ; the gems-boch, a fpecies 
of antelope, which has remarkably long 
/harp horns, and, when attacked by dogs 
will fit on its hind quarters, and defend 
I itfejf i. wild dogs, which travel in herds, 
*nd are very definitive to iheep ; ele¬ 
phants j elks; hyenas ; the koedo, an ani* 
•mal-ofamoufe colour, rather larger than 
<$*ir deer* with three white fin: ©wr the 
back* and. the male having very large 
horns ; lions ; jackals ; tigers ; 
quacha, a fpecies of the zebra, but 
.more tradable ; rhinocerofes ; horfes ; 
.domeftic horned cattle ; common Ihcep, 
,and. a peculiar fpecies of fheep covered 
with hair inficad of wool. The hippo- 
,pot am us. or river-horle is frequently feen 
nere. Among the birds are vultures, 
oftriches, whofe eggs are excellent food; 
,ftnd the loxia, a fpecies of gregarious 
bird : thefe latter _ build their curious 
jteft in the mimofe tree, where they form 
kind of thatched houfe, with a regular 
Urcet of nefis am both fides, at about 
two inches difiance from each other, and 
V containing under its roof, in one that 
lieutenant Patterfon faw, upward of 800 
birds. Among the infc&s are, the ter¬ 
mites, or white ants, which do no injury 
to wood as in the E Indies, but, by 
railing a number of hills, they impede 
the progrefs of vegetation. The Hot¬ 
tentots eat them ; and lieutenant Paterfon, 
who tailed this food, found it far from dis¬ 
agreeable. The locufis are efieemed ex¬ 
cellent food by the Bolhmans, by whom 
they are dried and kept for uie. The black, 
or rock feorpion, is nearly m venomous 
«cre as any of the ferpent tribe* of which

Wales. Thefe countries are included 
under the name of New Britain, and 
abound with animals whofc lkins and fuss 
are far fuperior in quality to thole found 
jn lefs northerly regions. The natives are 
called Elquimaux, and Northern Indians; 
and are materially different from all the 
fouthern tribes. In 1670, a charter was 
granted to a company, which does not con- 
lilt of above ten peribns, for the exclufiye 
trade to this bay. This company poflefr 
three forts on the S coaft of James Bay, by 
which the S t« rmination of Hudfon’s Bay 
is diftinguiihed. Thefe fa$ones are called 
Rupert, Moofe, and Albany, and they lie, 
from 51 to 52 0 N lat, and from 75 to 79° 
W ion. On the W fide of Hudfon's Bay, 
confiderably up Hayes River, is a fa&otjr 
called Flamborough ; and beyond this u 
York Fort, on Nehon River, in Ion. 9a 30, 
and lat. 5 7 25 : but the moft northern fet- 
tlement is Prince of Wales' Fort, it 
the mouth of Church-hill River, in Ion. 94 
7, and lat. 5 8 48. In December 17 70,Mr. 
Hearne, in the fervice of the Hudfon's Bay 
Company, fet out from Prince of Wales* 
Fort to explore a river, that the Esqui¬ 
maux, who came to the company's fac¬ 
tories to trade, had brought to their know¬ 
ledge ; and which, on account of much 
copper being found near it, had obtained 
the name ot Copper-mine River. Under 
the convoy of thole Indians, he arrived at 
this river in June 1771, and traced it till he 
came in fight of the Pacific Ocean, finding 
it encumbered with Ihoals and falls to its 
mouth, which is in lat. 7* 0 N, and Ion. 
119 0 W. In 1782, the fettiement, &c. of 
the company, valued at 5oo,oool. >ycre 
deftroyed by a French lquadron ; but the 
.damage has been repaired, and the com* 
merte is again in a fiourilhing fituation. 

Hudson's Riyfr, one of the fineft 
rivers of the United States of America. It 
rifes in the mountainous country, be¬ 
tween the lakes Ontario and Champlain, 
waters Albany and Hudfon, and enters the 
Atlantic Ocean, at New York, after 
a courfc of 250 miles. It is navigable 
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for Hoops to Albany, and for ftu’ps to 
Hpdfcn.

The mountains, 
and great part of the ifland, are cover¬ 
ed with woods, which look green at 
all times of the year j for here is an flScr- 
nal fpring. There are many different 
kinds of trees adorning the brow of every 
Mil, and forming groves and cool retreats. 
Among thefe are the lignum vitae, the 
cedar, and the mahogany-trees. In* the 
rallies are fugar-canes, and fuch a variety 
of fruit-trees, as to make the country look 
like a paradife. But to balance this, there 
are aliigatorsAn the rivers ; guianoes and 
galliwafps in the fens and marihes j and 
fnakes and noxious, animals in the moun¬ 
tains. The longeft day is about 13 hours, 
and about nine in the morning it is fo in¬ 
tolerably hot, that it would be difficult! to 
live, if the fea-breczes did not arlfe to cool 
the air. Sometimes the nights are pretty 
cool, and there are great dews, which are 
deemed unwholefome, efpecially to new 
comers. The year is diftinguilhed ihio 
two feafons, the wet and dry ; but the 
rains are not fo frequent as formerly, 
which is fuppnled to be owing Lo the 
cutting down of the woods. "The-months 
of July, Auguft, and September,* are called 
the hurricane months, becaufe then they 
are the moft frequent ; and there is light¬ 
ning almoft every night. There ia nob a- 
bovea third part of the illand inhabited, 
for the plantations are all by the feafidc. 
Here and there are favannas, or large 
plains, where the original natives ufed* to 
plant their Indian com, and which the 
Spaniards made ufe of for breeding their 
cattle. The beft houles are generally 
built low, being only one ftory, on account 
of the hurricanes and earthquakes; and 
the negroes huts are made of reeds; and 
will hold only two or three perfons. The 
common drink ifl Madeira wine, or rum 
punch. The common bread, or * thit 
which ferves for it, is plantains, yams, and 
caffava-roots ; but, in 1793, a great num¬ 
ber of the bread-firuit tree* were -brought 
here from Otaheite, and introduced into 
the different plantations. Hogs and {beep 
are plentiful ; but the fervant* generally 
feed upon Irifii fait-beef, and the negroes 
have herrings and falt-fiffi. The general 
produce of this ifland is fogar* rum, gin- 
M m 
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f ir, oefcbea, indigo, pimenta, chocolate, 
veral kinds of woods, * and medicinal 
drags. It has fome tobacco, but not good, 
and tried only by the negroes, who can 
£arce live without it ; alfo Indian corn, 
Guinea corn, and peas of various kinds, 
with variety of roots. Fruits are in great 
plenty, fnch as Oranges, lemons, {haddocks, 
citrons, pomegranates, mammees, fweet- 
fops, papaws, pineapples, ftar-apples, 
prickly pears, melons* pompions, gtuavas, 
and many other forts. There are four 
negroes to a -white man; and of the for¬ 
mer then** arc about 100,000,bclides a mix* 
ad breed, between the blacks, whites, and 
mulattoes. 1 This ifland was taken by the 
Englifli in 1655, and is now the mod 
valuable of their W India colonies. In 
June 1795, the Maroons, or original na¬ 
tives, who inhabit the mountains, rofe 
againft the Engliih, and were not quelled 
till March 1796. The principal town is 
Kingfton; but St. Jago de la Vega, or 
Spanilh Town, is the feat of government.

to be Jupported by pillars of mafly 
gold. Near the palace arc feveral others, 
where tjie relations of the emperor live. 
The emprefs has a palace of her own* and 
{here are 30 fmall ones fpr the concubines. 
Be Tides, all the vaflal kings have each a 
palace in the city, with a handforac gar¬ 
den, atd ftables for 2 poo horfes. The 
houfes of the common fort are nothing but 
a ground floor, and tlic rooms are parted 
py folding fereens j fo that they can make 
the rooms larger or fmaller at pleafure. It 
is feated in an agreeable plain, at the bot¬ 
tom pf a fine hay, and the river which 
p-ofles it, is divided into feveral canals.

Imeritia, a country of Alia, between 
the Black Sea and the Cafpian ; bounded 
on the S by Turkey, on the W by Min- 
grelia, on the N by Ofletia, and on the E 
by s Georgia, of which it is, properly fpeak- 
ing, a part. The revenues of the fove- 
reign, who is ftyled czar, arife from a 
contribution of the peafants in wine, grain, 
and cattle, and from the tribute of the 
neighbouring princes ; and among the 
extraordinary fources of revenue, confifca- 
tions have a conliderable lhare. But as all 
tliis is infufficient for the fubfiflcnce of the 
rince, he ufually travels from houfe to 
oufe, living on his vaflals, and never 
‘changing*his quarters till he has confum- 
ed every thing eatable. The court of 
■ Imeritia is, therefore, not remarkable for 
fplcndour, sior the prince’s table fumptu- 
ouily ferved. His ufual fare confifts of 
gom (a fpecies of millet, ground, and boil¬ 
ed into a pafte) a piece of roafted meat, 
and fome prefled caviare. Thefe he eats 
with his fingers ; forks and fpoons being 
unknown in Imeritia. At table he is fre¬ 
quently employed in judging caufes, which 
he decides at his diferetion, there being no 
law but his own will. He ufually wears a 
coarfe drefs of a brown colour, with a 
mulket on his (boulder; but upon folemn 
occafions, he puts on a robe of rich gold 
brocade, and hangs round his n£ek a- 
‘ fdver chain. He is diftinguilhed from his 
fubjedls by riding upon an afs, perhaps 
the only one in Imeritia, and by wearing 
boots. He has no regular troops, but erfn 
collect an undifciplined army of 6000 men, 
nor has he any artillery. His civil ordi- 
N n 
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nances are ifiued every Friday, which is 
the market day, when one of his fervants 
afcends a tree, and with a loud voice pro¬ 
claims the edjjft, which is communicated 
to the people, by each perfon, upon his 
return to the place of his abode, /The 
inhabitants, efttmated at 20,000 families, 
are not collected into towns or villages, 
but fcattered over the country in fmall 
hamlets. They fend yearly conhderable 
quantities of wine to the neighbouring 

S ans of Georgia, in leathern bags, carried 
j horfes : but they are without manufac- 
ttires, very poor and miferable, and cruel¬ 
ly onprefled by their landlords. The 
Imefltians are of the Greek religion.

The natives are more 
robuft, adtive, intelligent, and courageous; 
and have defended their liberty with per- 
fevering fortitude againft the Europeans, 
who fubdued the other rude nations of 
America with the greateft eafe. The 
natives of the temperate zone are the 
only people in the new world who are 
indebted for their freedom to their own % 
valour. The N Americans, though long 
encompafled by three formidable Euro 
pean powers, retain part of their original 
pofleffions. The people of ChiH, though 
early invaded, dill maintain J gallant 
conteft with the Spaniards, and have let: 
bounds to their encroachments : whereas 
in the warmer regions, men are more 
feeble in their frame, lefa vigorous in the . 
efforts of their mind, of a gentle but 
daftardly fpirit, more enflaved by plea- 
furc, and more funk in indolence. Ac¬ 
cordingly, it is in the torrid zone that 
the Europeans have moft effectually efta- 
blifiied their dominion over America ; 
and, if feveral tribes there, (Ml enjoy in¬ 
dependence, it is either becaufe they have 
been attacked by an enemy already 
lariated with con quell, and poffefled of 
larger territories than he was able to 
occupy, or becaufe they have been laved 
fron lion by. their remote and in- 

aecefiibie fituation, This diftw&ioa, 
however, although fo confpicuous, is not 
univerfal. Of the manners of the N 
American indians, a general idea may 
be formed, by an account of thofe who 
inhabit the countries to the E of the 
Miffrfiippi.

While their lot is m 
fofpenfe, the prifoners appear altogether 
unconcerned about what may befol them % 
they talk, they eat, they deep, as if there 
were no danger impending ; and when 
the foul fentence is intimated to them, 
they receive it with an unaltered counte¬ 
nance, raife their death-long, and pre¬ 
pare to foffer like men. The vi&ors jit 
femble as to a folcmn feftival, refolved to 
put the fortitude of the captives to the 
utrooft proof. A feene enlues, the bare 
description of which b enough to chill 
the heart with horror, wherever men 
have been accuftomed, by mild intiiti- 
tions, to refpedt their Ipecies, and to 
melt into tendernefs at the light of human 
fufferir.gs. The prifoners are tied naked 
to a itake, but fo as to be at liberty to 
move round it. All prefent, men, women, 
and children, rulh upon them like furies ; 
feme bum their limbs with redhot irons, 
font mangle their bodies with knives, 
others tear their flefh from their bones, 
pluck out their nails by the roots, and rend 
and twiit their fmews ; and fuch is their 
mvd mgeauity in torturing, th^t, 1»y 
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avoiding to touch the vital parts, they often 
prolong this fcene of anguifh for feverai 
days. In fpite of all their fuff=ring% the 
ridtims continue to chant their death-fong 
with a firm voice, they boafl of their own 
exploits, they infult their tormentors for 
their want of (kill to avenge the death of 
their friends and relations, they warn 
them of th<^ vengeance that awaits them 
on account of what 'they are now doing 
and excite their ferocity by the moft pro- 
voking reproaches and threats. To dis¬ 
play undaunted fortitude in fuch dreadful 
- » is the nobleft triumph of a 
warrior : to avoid the trial by a volun- 
fairy death, or to fhrink under it, is deem¬ 
ed inwardly and infamous. If any one 
betrays fymptoms of timidity, his tormen¬ 
tors difpatch him at once with contempt, 
as unworthy of being treated like a man. 
Animated by thefe ideas, they endure, with¬ 
out a groan, what it feems aim oft im- 
poffible that human nature fhould fufrain. 
Weary, at length, of contending with 
men, whofe conftancy they cannot van- 
quifti, feme chief, in a rage, puts a. period 
•to their fufferings, by difpatching them 
with his dagger or his club. The 
of S America gratify their res a 

.manner fomewhat different, but with the 
fame unrelenting rancour. Their prison¬ 
ers, after meeting, at their firit entrance, 
with the fame rough reception as among 
the N Americans, are not only exempt 
from injury, but treated with the greateft 
kindneis. They are feafted and careffed, 
and fome beautiful young women are ap¬ 
pointed to attend and folace them. But, 
by a refinement of cruelty, while they 
feem ftudious to attach their captives to 
life, their doom is irrevocably fixed. On 
an appointed day, the victorious tribe af- 
fembles, the prifoner is brought forth .with 
great folemnity, he meets his fate with 
undaunted firmnefs, and is difpatched by 
a finglc blow*. The moment he falls, the 
women feize the body, and drefe it for the 
fcaft. They befmear their children with 
the blood, in order to kindle in their bo- 
foms a hatred of their enemies, and ail 
join in feeding upon the flefh with amaz¬ 
ing greedinefs and exultation. Wherever 
this practice prevails, captives never ef- 
rape death ; but they arc not tortured 
with the lame cruelty as among tribes 
which are lets accuHomed to fuch horrid 
fcafts. The Indians of S America, im¬ 
mediately under the Spaniih government, 
although the moll depreffed order of men 
in the country which belonged to their 
anceilors, are now far from being treated

old their cattle die of hunger and cold 
with the moft perfedl indifference. Some 
of them, however, imitate the Ruffian vil¬ 
lagers, who are better managers, more at 
their eafe, and in better circumilances. 
With their poverty and difcrdcrly life, the 
Ingrians are a ftupid, fufpicious, thieviflt 
race, and dangerous from their phlegmatic 
and pilfering temperament. Thofe who 
live along the road to Riga greatly refemble 
the people we call gypfies ; arc vagabonds 
like them, and calculate nativities, and tell 
fortunes. Such as come to Peterlburgh for 
thofe fraudulent purpofes would fcarcely 
be known from the gypfies about London. 
It is but a few years ago, that a whole vil¬ 
lage of thefe wretches were banifhed to m 
defert ifland in the gulf of Finland, for 
murders and other crimes committed on the 
highway. The boys from feverai villages 
frequently elope at once ; and 
there is every reafon in the world to believe 
that i for very bad purpofes. The 

drefs of the men is exadlly like that of the 
Finn boors 5 but the habit of the women 
betrays a vanity, which, confidering the 
poverty of this people, and the tyranny 
which their hufbauds and fathers exerciie 
over them, may pafs for luxury. When a 
man is fiicUned to many, he buys himfelf 
a girl, and celebrates his nuptials. All the 
way to the church they are accompanied 
by rwo women in veils, who fing as they 
go compofitions, if one may call them fo» 
totally deftitute of common fenfe- No 
fooner is the marriage ceremony performed*' 
than the hufband begins to treat his wife 
with the utmoft feverity, and thencefor¬ 
ward keeps hei 1 under ftridl difciplinc ; 
though not always with the greateft at ten - t 
tion to juflicc. She is often beaten for the # 
faults of the children, and fometimes for 
thofe of the domeftics The dead are 
buried by the prieft of the profeflion to 
which they belong : but thefe fuperftitious 
people return to the grave under covert 
of the night, and, having taken up the fod, 
depofit eatables for their departed friend, 
which they renew during a fornight or 
three weeks.

T his ifland is not quite 
15 miles long and about fix broad ; its 
only fafe harbour k on the north fid^ h 
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ti faid to have plenty of excellent water,. 
and to abouud with a great variety of ef- 
culento vegetables highly aniiicorbutic ; 
feefides which, commodore Anfon (owed a 
variety* of garden-feeds, and planted the 
Hones of plums, apricots, and peaches, 
which he was, many years afterwards, in¬ 
formed, had thriven gTeatly ; and now 
doubtleft furnifh a verv valuable addition 
to the natural productions of this fpot.

for culture, and of itfclf does not produce 

a fufficiency for the cattle. The Kamt- 
fchadaletf are for the moft part of a low fea¬ 
ture, with broad fhouldcrs, large heads, 
long flat faces, flat nofes, fmall eyes, thin 
lips, and fhort legs. The women have 
black eyes and eye-brow® ; their fkln is 
rather delicate, of a lively red complexion, 
a pretty hand, and fmall foot, and they are 
in genera] very well made. The Kamt- 
fc ha dales have a lively imagination, a ftrong 
memory, and fuch a genius for imitation 
that they can copy with cafe whatever they 
fee. Poverty gives them no concern ; and 
nothing but the calls of hunger can drive 
them to the chace ; and then they feidom 
go fo far but they can return to pafs the 
night in the arms of their M'oincn. They 
care ngt how their meat is prepared, fo it 
does but fill their ttomacli ; nor of wh 3 t 
quality their liquor is, fo it does but intoxi¬ 
cate them. Pleafure and iru&ion are their 
only objects ; they therefore fteal nothing 
but women and dogs, which formerly were 
the continual caufes of national war. They 
are cowardly and bafe to an cxecflive degree, 
gratifying their revenge only by the darkeft 
and moft iecret means. Every family has 
its fofniricr and winter houfe. The Ko* 
foutch or winter houfe is in form of a’ 
fquare ; a hole five feet deep is dug, which 
is furrounded with pallifades, and covered 
with rafters laid a-crofs, branches of trees, 
hay, and earth. To get into the houfo 
they defeend through a hole at the top, 
this hole ferves as a door, a window, ahd 
a chimney, for the ftnoke has no other 
paffage, and the light and air no other en¬ 
trance. The Pehins or ftrmmer-houfes are 
built likepigeon-houfes of balks, about two 
fathoms from the ground ; fome are built 
in a circular, others in ah angular, form. 
They arc very fmall, and built clofc to one 
anotner, fo that boards are laid acrofs as 
bridges of communication. The Kamt- 
fchidales, as well as the Tungufians and 
other Siberians, eat all kinds of quadrupeds, 
birds, and tifh, excepting lizards, &c. 
Dogs and mice they*eat only in times of 
fcarcity. The bodies of whales, fca-dogs, 
and other fea-animals, which they find on 
tbe fhore, are exceedingly agreeable to 
them. They ufe wild roots and fruit, and 
dry fifh, roots, and different kinds of ftefb, 
for winter provifion. The way of prepar¬ 
ing their vnflual? is as extraordinary as difc 
gutting.

For procuring thefe 
they commonly quit their Ration every 
three days during fummer, to look out for 
the lakes moft abundant in fi£h, and whofe 
banks are the moft produdlive of roots. 

Kareck, an ifland in the Perfian

The view of this fheet of water , 
is unconrmonly fine, appearing as if it 
were defeending from an arch of .woodj 
which overhangs it above 70 feet in height 
from the point of view. The iflanda 
are not fb numerous in this as in the up¬ 
per lake ; but there is one of uncommon 
beauty, called Innisfallen, nearly oppofite 
O’Sullivan's Cafcade. It contains ill 
Iriih acres ; and the coaft is formed 
into a variety of bays and promontories, ' 
lkirted and crowned with arbutus, holly, 
and other fhrubs and trees. Tht pro- 
montory of Mucrufs, which divides tb« 
upper from the lower lake, is a perfect 
land of enchantment; and a road is car¬ 
ried through the centre of this promon¬ 
tory, which unfolds ail the interior beau- 
ties of the place. 'Among the diftaitt 
mountains, f urk appears an objetH of mag¬ 
nificence ; and MangertoiPs more lofty, 
though Ids interefling fummit, foars above 
the whole. The paiTage to die upper 
lake is round the extremity of A£ucrufs, 
which confines k on one fide, and the ap¬ 
proaching mountains on the other. Here 
is a celebrated rock, called the Eagle’s 
Neft, which produccswonderfulechoes: the - 
report of a fingle cannon is aniwered by 
a fuccefifion of peals refembiing the loudrft 
thunder, which feems to travel the fur- 
rounding feenery, and die away among 
the diftant mountains. The upper lake 
is four miles in length, and from two to 
three in breadth. It is aimoit lurrounded 
by mountains, from which dricend a num¬ 
ber of beautiful cafaades. The ifiands in 
tiiis lake are numerous, and affords an 
amazing variety of pi&urefque views. 
The centre lake, which communicates 
with the upper, is final! in companion , 
with the other two, and cannot boaii of 
equal variety ; but the fhores are, in 
many places, indented with beautiful 
bays, fuiroundcd by dark groves of trees. 
The E boundary is formed by the bafe ) 
of Mangerton, down the fteep fide of 
Which defoends a cafcade, vifible for 150 
yards. This fall of water is fupplied by 
a circular lake near the fummit of the 
mountain, called the Devil’s Punch Bowl ; 
whkh, on account of its immunfe depth# 
and the continual overflow of water, is * 
considered as one of the greateft curiofities 

r 
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ia Kilkmey. One of the beft prefpeAs 
•which this admired lake affords, is from 
a riling ground near the ruined cathedral 
of Aghadoe. In the fevcral mountains

Near the N end of this pafs, 
in its open and unimproved ftate, king 
William’s army, under general Macke)', 
was defeated, in 1689, by the Highlan¬ 
ders, commanded by vifeount Dundee, 
who was killed in the moment of victory. 
Here alfoa body ofHefliansin 1746 made 
a full paufe reiafing to march further for 
it appeared to them as the m plus ultra 
of habitable country. ,

The Korriks are of a Ihort ftature, hare 
fmall heads, little eves, a round and 
meagre face, flat noks, their hair and 
beards black, in general verylittle heard, 
and their eye brows long. They are of a 
flow and dull comprehenfioli, have a high 
opinion of their country and conftiturion, 
are courageous, fufpicious and revengeful; 
but, for the moft part, laborious, fmcere, 
fufceptible of friendfliip, and faithful to 
their fuperiorf. The Koraiks are divided 
according to their manner of living, into 
the fettled and wandering, which ire pretty 
equal m point of numbers. They fpeak a 
different dialed!, and for the moft part do 
not treat one another as two bodies belong¬ 
ing to the feme community, but as open 
and avowed enemies. The manners of 
the fettled Koraiks are by far more gentle 
than thofe of the Nomades. They occupy 
the fotrthem part of their country near the 
gulf Penfchmakoi, and have foote fettle- 
‘ments even in the very peninfula of Kam¬ 
chatka. The wandering Koraiks travel 
over the northern part of this country in 
the environs of the river Anadir,, near the 
Tfchotiktfchcs, and they often come as 
far as Kaintfchatka. Their difpofition 
is fo wild and untraflable, that it would 
he very difficult to bring them into any 
manner of fubordination. The very 
fufprcnon of fiich a defign would be very 
dangerous. The chief employments of 
the wandering Koraiks are the Care 
of their rem-deer and the chace. Fil¬ 
ing docs not anfwer, as they are not 
expert at it. The pooreft of them 
poflefs about fifty rein-deer, fome have a 
hundred, the riehtft from one to two 
thoufand. With thefe herds of rein-deer 
they travel over their defarts and moun¬ 
tains, without any apprehenfionsof meeting 
with rivers or fortfts, fo they do but find 
mofs on the ground, that being all that 
is necdlary for the fubliftance of the rein¬ 
deer. .They do not milk the female rein¬ 
deer, of courfe they have no fuch thing 
as cheefe. Even the weahhieft of the

thfi ground floor. The river which erodes 
LiiVVa forms canals in the flreets, which run 
to raoft of the houfes, and ferve to water 
their gardens, &c. The churches and 
convents arc all extremely rich ; and many 
images of the faints are of raafly gold, 
adorned with jewels. The city is four 
miles in length, and two in breadth, and is 
divided into eight parifhes, containing only 
28000 inhabitants, 9000 of whom are 
Spaniards. It is the feat of the viceroy, 
and contains feveral courts, as that of the 
Viceroy, of the archbifhop, of the inqui- 
fition, of the cruft do, and of the wills. 
Earthquakes are very frequent, and fome 
have done the city much damage, parti¬ 
cularly that in 1746, by whieh it was al- 
moft deltroyed, and if it was not for this it 
would-be a perfeift paradife. The in¬ 
habitants are fo rich, that when the viceroy, 
fent from Spain in 1682, made his public 
entrance into this city, they paved the 
ftrects he w r as to pafs through with ingots 
of filver. They are alfo very debauched, 
but, at the fame time, extremely fuperfli- 
tious; and they have a flrong belief in the 
power of charms, about a fourth of the in¬ 
habitants are monks or nuns.

and populous villages, the country-feats of 
gentlemen and tradesmen ; whither the 
latter retire for the benefit of frefh air, and 
to relax their minds from the hurry c£ 
bufinefe. The regard paid by die legifta- 
ture to the property of the fubjelt, has 
hitherto prevented any bounds being fixed 
for its extenGon. The irregular form of 
London makes it difficult to afeertam its 
extent. However, its length from E to 
W is generally allowed to be al»ve feven 
miles from Hyde-park comer to Poplar ; 
and its breadth in fome places three, in 
two, and 1 in others again not much 
above half a mile. Hence the circum¬ 
ference of the whole is almofl 18 miles 5 
or, according to a later meafurement, the 
extent of continued buildings is 35 miles 
two furlongs and 39 roods. But it is much 
eafier to form an idea of the large extent 
of a city fo irregularly built by the number 
of the people, who are computed to be 
above a million ; and from the number of 
edifices devoted to the fervicc of religion. 
Of thefe, there are 305 in the compafs of. 
this vaft pile of buildings, without reckon¬ 
ing the a 1 out-pariihes ufually included in 
the bills of mortality, and a great number 
of methodifl tabernacles.

clothing, &c. to the amount of£ 500,000. 
London is the feat of many confiderable 

manufr(ftures; fume almoft peculiar to it- 
felf, others m which it participates with the 
tnanufu&uring towns in general. The moll 
important of its peculiar mamifaiflures is thfc 
filk-weaving, eltabliihed in Spit a! fields 
by refugees from France. A variety of 
works in gold, filver, and jewellery ; 
the engraving of prints ; the making 
of optical and mathematical inftmments, 
are likewife principally or folefy ex¬ 
ecuted here, and feme of them in greater 
rcrfe&ion than in any other country. 
To its port are likewife confined fbme 
branches of foreign commerce, as the vaft 
Eaft India trade, and thofe to Turkey 
and Hudfon’s Bay. The common 
firing iv pit-coal, commonly called fea- 
coal, of which there are eonfumed up¬ 
wards of 766,880 chaldrons every year. 
The annual ccnfumption of oil in 
London and Wefhninfter for lamps, 
amounts to 4Co,oool. In 1787, the' 
quantity of porter brewed in London 
for home-confnmption and foreign export 
tation, amounted to t, 176,856 barrels. 
Thus London has rifen to its prefent rank 
of the firft city inTurope, both with refped 
l^opulence and to number of rnhabitants,- 
London is a bifhop’fc fee, and fends four 
members to,parliament.

Lyons, the fecond city of France far 
beauty, commerce, and ■ opulence. It is 
the capital of the department, of Rhone 
and Loire, and is feated at the conflu¬ 
ence of the Rhone and Saone. It was 
founded, about the year 41 B. C. by the ' 
Romans, who made it the centre of the 
commerce of the Gauls. About the year 4 
X45, it was totally deftroyed by fire, but 
was rebuilt by the munificence of Nero. 
Many antiquities are ftill obferved, that 
evince its Roman origin. Lyons is the 
fee of an archbilhop, rind before its recent 
calamities contained 150,000 inhabitants, 
upward of 30,000 of whom were employ¬ 
ed in various manufactures, particularly of 
rich ffuffs, of the molt exquifite workmari- 
•fliip, in filk, gold, filver, &c. The quays 
wama^anmd with magnificent ftrudiures. 
The Hotel-de-ville vied with that of Am- 
fterdam ; and the theatre was not furpaf- 
fed by any in France. The other principal 
public buildings were the Hotel de Dieu, 
the Hofpital of Charity, the Exchange, 
the Cuftomhoufe, the Palace of Juftice, 
the Arfcnal, a public library, and two col¬ 
leges. The bridge, which unites the city 
with the fuburb dc la Guillotiere, is 1560 
feet long ; and there are three other prin¬ 
cipal fuburbs, fix gates, and feveral fine 
churches. Such was Lyons before the 
fatal year 1793, when the mifehiefs of the 
revolution were poured upon this devoted 
city in all their horrors. In June 1793 it 
revolted againft the National convention, 
and being obliged to lurrendcr in October. 
following, became a prey to the 1 

vigors, who fatiatea their rage by bar¬ 
barities for which language has no name. 
It is reckoned that not left than 70,000 
in this city alone were either mailacred or 
forced into exile. It was alfo decreed by 
the convention that the wails and public 
buildings of Lyons fhouid* be deftroyed, 
and the name of the city changed to that 
ofViLLE Affranchie. In 1704, how¬ 
ever, on the* definition of the fadtion of 
the Jacobins, the convention decreed that 
the city fhould refume its ardent namc^ 
and that meafurcs fhould be taken to re- 
ftort Its maoufatures and commerce;

when the Portuguefe, under the patronage 
of prince Henry, had made their fecond 
voyage to their recent ly-difcovered ifland 
of Porto Santo, they obferved toward the 
S, a fixed fpot in the horizon, like a fmalh 
black cloud. By degrees, they were led 
to conjecture that it might be land, and 
fleering toward it, they arrived at a con- 
fiderablc ifland, uninhabited, and coyrfifd 
with wood, which on that account, they 
called Madeira.' Prince Henry, the riant 
year, fettled a colony here, and not onfy 
nimifhed it with the feeds and plants, 
and domcftxc animals, common in Europe^ 
but he procured flips of the vint from 
Cyprus, the rich wines of which were 
then in great requeft, and plants of the 
fugar-cane from Sicilv, into' which it had 
been lately introduced. Thefe throve 
(b profperoufly, ttat the fugar and wine 
of Madeira fiiickly became articles of 
fome conference in the Commerce of 
Portugal ? but its wine, in particular,’ 
i« in. tlv highefl eftimation, efpeci- 
ally fuch as has been a voyage to the E 
or W Indes, for it matures beft in the 
hotteft clinatc. The fcorching heat of 
furnmer, atd^ the icy chill of winter, are 
hten; equallj miknown ; for fpring and 
autumn rdgJ continually, and produce 
flowers and"fruits'throughout the year., 
any brooks tnd fmail rivulets defcend 
the mounains m •deep chafina or 
glens,which feparat? rhevartous partsof the 
ifland. The beds o” the brooks ire in 
fome places covered wih ftones of All fees, 
carried down from the higier parts ty the 
violence of winter rains or flools of’tielted 
fnow. The water is conduced it, wcauK 
and channels in the vineyards, whfre wfc 
proprietor has the ufe of it for i email 
time ; fome being allowed to keep a con* 
flant fupply of it, fome to ufc it thrice, 
others twice, and others only once a week; 
As the heat of the climate renders this fup¬ 
ply of water to the vineyards absolutely 
neceflary, it is not without great expence 
that a new vineyard cm be planted : 
for the maintenance of vhich, the owners 
muft purchafc water a f a high price, from 
thofe who are conftantty fupplied, and are 
thus enabled to fpare fome of it. The 
cedar tree is found in great abundance, and 
extremely beautiful: moft of the ceilings 
and funuture at Madeira are made of that 
wood, which yield* a very fragrant fmeli. 
The dragon tree is a native of this ifland. 
Flowers nurfed in the Englifli greenhoufes 
grow wild here in the fields ; the hedges 
are moftiy formed of the myrtle, rofe, 
jafmine, and honeyfuckle; while the lark- 
fpur, Seur-de-lis, lupin, &c.; fpring Dp

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fponuneoufly in the meadows. There art 
very few reptiles to be feen m the ifland i 
the lizard is the molt common. Canary 
birds and goldfinches are found in the 
mountains ? of the former numbers are ' 
lent every year to England.

When it is flood, the ftream 
runs up the country between Lofoden and 
Mofkoe with a boinerous rapidity: but the 
roar of its impetuous ebb to the fea is fcarce. 
equalled by die loudeft and molt dreadful 
cataracts ; fnd the vortices or pits are of 
ftich an extent and depth, that if a fliip 
comes within its attra&ion, It is inevitably 
abfbrbed and carried down to the bottom, 
and there beat to pieces againft the rocks ; 
and when the water relaxes, the fragments 
thereof are thrown up again. But thefe 
intervals of tranquillity are only at the turn 
of the ebb and hood, and calm weather; 
and laft but a quarter of an hour, its vio¬ 
lence gradually returning. When the 
ftream is moft boifterous, and its fury 
heightened by a ltorm, it is dangerous to 
come within fix miles of it ; boats and 
ihips having been carried away, by not 
guarding againft it before they were wi¬ 
thin its reach. It likewife happens fre¬ 
quently, that whales come toe near the 
ftream, And are overpowered by its vio¬ 
lence : and then it is impoftiblo to deferibe 
the noife they make in their fruitlefs drug¬ 
gies to di(engage thcmfelves. A bear once 
attempting to iwim from Lofoden to Mof¬ 
koe, with a defign of preying upon the 
' fheep in that ifland, the ftream caught him 
and bore him down, while he roared fo 
terribly, as to be heard on fhore. Large 
flocks of fir and pine trees, after being ab¬ 
sorbed by the current, rife again, broken 
and torn to fuch a degree as if briftles grew 
on them. This plainly fliows the bottom 
to confilt of craggy rocks, among which 
they, are whirled to and trq.

’ contain? fome ftrong fortreilcs on fteep 
or inacceffible hills, and was amoft entire¬ 
ly fubjed to the late Madajee Sindia, a 
Mahratta chief.

all New Spain. The ftreets arc fo ftraight, 
and fo exactly difpofed, that, in point of re¬ 
gularity, it is the fineft city in the world; 
and the great caufeways leading to it, with 
the want of \dalls, gates, and artillery, ren- . 
der Mexico extremely remarkable. The 
great fquare in the centre of the city, and 
the public buildings, are magnificent. 
There are 29 cathedrals and churches, and 
a2 convents, of the riches of which an idea 
may be formed from the revenues of the 
grand cathedral amounting to 8o,cool. a 
year, of which the archbifliop has 15,000b 
There is alfo a tribunal of the inquifi- 
tion, a mint, and a univerfity. The 
goldfmiths here are iminenfcly rich, and 
it carries on a great trade to Europe by St. 
Juan de Ulliua, and to Afia by Acapulco. 
This place was overflowed by an iuunda-. 
lion, in 1629, in which 40,000 perfons 
were drowned. This obliged the Spani¬ 
ards to make a great conduit through a 
mountain, in order to empty the lake: 
which being done, part of the town became 
feated. on dry land. Mexico is iupplicd 
with frcfli water by an aqueduft three 
miles long.

The in habitants of the- 
fea-coatt of Dalmatia tell, many frightful 
(tones of their avarice and crudity *, but 
thete are all either of an ancient date, or if 
any haw happened in latter times, they 
ought rather to be a&ribed to the corrup¬ 
tion of a few individuals, than to the bad 
difpofition of the nation in general ; and 
though thievilh tricks are frequent among' 
them, a ftr anger may travel jr 

through their country, • where he is faith¬ 
fully efcorted, and hofpit&bly treated. 
Friendfhip, that among us is fa fubtedt to 
change on the (lighted motives, il kiting 
among the Morlaccbk They have even 
made it a kind of religious point, apd tie 
the (acred bond at the foot of the altar# 
The Sclavonian ritual, contains a .particu¬ 
lar benediction for the iolemn union of two 
male or two female friends in the pre¬ 
tence of the congregation. The male 
friends thus united are called Pobratimi, 
and the female feme, which mean 
half-brothers and half-fitters. Friendlhip* 
between thete of different texei are not at 
this day bound with fo much foleiQnky, 
though perhaps in snore ancient and inno¬ 
cent ages it w*s aifo the cuttoqi. If dif- 
cord-happens to trife between two friends, 
it is talked of over all the country as a 
teaadalott* novelty; and there has been 
fame examples of it of late ycars,^to the 
gr« on of the old Moriacqhi, who. 

attribute the depravation of their country¬ 
men to their intercourfc with the Italians. 
Wine and ttrong liquors, of which the 
nation is beginning to make daily abufe, 
will of courfe produce the fame bad effedU 
as among others. But as the friendihips of 
the Moriacchi are ftrong and (acred, fo their 
quarrels are commonly uncxtinguifhable. 
They pafs from the father to the fan; and 
fo deeply is revenge rooted in the minds of 
this nation, that all the miflionarics fa the 
world would not be able to eradicate it. 

Mojllaix, a confiderable teaport -of 
France, fa the department of Finifterre and 
late province of Bretagne, with a cattle and 
a tide harbour. The church of Notre- 
Dame is a lingular ttru&ure, and the hos¬ 
pital very handfome. The inhabitants 
carry on a confiderable trade in linen, hemp* 
and tobacco. It is feated on a river of the 
fame name, 30 miles NE of Brett.

Morocco, an empire of Africa, com¬ 
prehending a confiderable pan of the an¬ 
cient Mauritania, lying between 28 and 
36° Nlat. It is jxnmdcd on the W by 
the Atlantic on the E by the river 
Mulvia, whick tepvatci it from Algiers; 
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M the/N by tie Madfcerrmiifiifi; and m 
the S by Mount Atlas. Its greatest 
Jengdv from NE to 8W, is above 590 
miles, and, where wkkft, not more than 
»6o broad. ' Thk empire conttilts Ac 
kingdoms of Sus, Taradan, Morocco Pro* 
per, Tafilet, Sugelmcffa, Fez, and Metpsi- 
nt z* The air 01 this coentry is pretty pure 
and temperate, especially near Mount Al¬ 
ias. The foil, though fandy and dry in 
feme place*, is fo fertile in other* ; and the 
froiti, as well as the pihires, fo good, that 
k would be a delightful country if it was 
well cultivated. The inhabitants are Ma¬ 
hometan, of a tawny complexion, robuft, 
and very flrilful in managing a horfe, and 
wielding a lance j but they are jealous, 

- deceitful, fuperftitious, and cruel. 1'here 
are two forts of inhabitants ; the Arabs, 
who dwell in moveable villages, eompofed 
-of about too tents, and the Bereberirs, who 
jiiii the ancient inhabitants, and live in 
cities and towns. There are a great num¬ 
ber of Chriftian (laves, and fome merchants, 
upon the coaft, befidcs a multitude of Jews, 
who cany on almoft all the trade ; efpe- 
ciatlly by land with the Negroes, to whom 
' they fend large caravans, which travel over 
■saft deferts, almoft deftitute of water. 
They carry with them woollen goods, filk, 
felt, &C. and, in return, have (laves, gold, 

. mA elephants- teeth, and out of them the 
‘itnperor recruits his cavalry. They alfo fend 
large caravans to Mecca every year, partly 
out of devotion, and partly for trade, confift- 
ing of feveral thoufand camels, horles, and 
mules* Their commodities ire Moroceo 
leather, indigo, cochineal, and oftrich fea¬ 
thers ;-in return for which they have filks, 
muflins, calicoes, coffee, and drugs. The 
delerts abound with lions, tigers, leopards, 
and forpents of feveral kinds. The fruit* 
are dates, figs, almonds, lemons, oranges, 
pomegranates, and many others. There 
is alfo flax, and hemp, but little timber. 
The emperor is abioiutc, his will being 
a law, and he often cxereiics great cru¬ 
elties. His naval force confrfb chiefly 
of rovers, who now and then take large 
prizes He can bring 100,000 men into 
the field, half of which are foot and half 
korfc ; but they are poorly armed, and 
know little of the art of war. It has three 
capital cities, Morocco, Mequinez and 
Fez- 

Morocco, one of the capital cities of 
the kingdom of Morocco, fcated in a beau-* 
tiful valley, formed by a chain of moun¬ 
tains on the N, and thofe of the Atlas on 
the 8 and £.

Moscow. Sec Ruflia. 

Moscow, one of the molt confiderable 
governments of Ruflia, containing 15 dif- 
tri< 5 U, bounded on the N by the govern¬ 
ment of Tver, on the E by that of Great 
Volodimir, on the S by the governments 
bf Kalugo and Refan, and on the W by 
thofe of Tver and Smoleniko. Its capital 
is of the fame name. 

Moscow, a large city of Ruflia,* ca¬ 
pital of the government of Moieow, and 
formerly of the whole empire. It may 
be confidcred as a town built upon the 
Afiatic model, but gradually becoming 
more and more European ; exhibiting, in 
its prefent flate, a motely mixture of dif- 
cordant architecture. It is divided into 
five parts. 1. Kremlin, which is in the 
central and higheft part of the city, near 
the confluence of the Mofkva and Negli- 
na, which wafh two efits fides, is of a trian¬ 
gular form, furrounded by high walls t>f 
Itonc and brick, about two miles in cir¬ 
cumference. This divifion is not deformed 
by wooden houfes. It contains the an¬ 
cient palace of the czars, now only re¬ 
markable for being the birthplace of Pe¬ 
ter the Gn$it ; alfo feveral churches, two 
convents, the patriarchal palace, and the 
arftnal now in ruins. 1. The fecond di- 
vifion, called Kliitaigorod, which is much 
larger than the Kremiin ; it contains the 
univerfity, the printing-houfe, and many 
other public buildings, with all the tradef- 
men’s fhops. The houfes are moflly ftuc- 
coed or white-wafhed ; and it has the 
only ftrqet in Mofcow in whch the houfes 
ftand clofe to each other. 3. The Biel- 
gorod, or White Town, which runs round 
the two preceding divifion* : it is fiippofcd 
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to derive Its name from a white wall, by 
which it was formerly furrounded, and of 
which fome remains are ftill to be feen. 
,4. Semkiinogorod, which environs all the 
other three quarters, is fo denominated 
from a circular rampart of earth by which 
it is encompafled, The lafl two divifions 
exhibit a grotefque group of churches, 
convents, palaces, brick and ^wooden 
houics, and mean hovels. 5. The 
Sloboda, or fuburbs, which form a vail 
exterior circle round all the parts already 
ddcribed, and are invefted by a low ram¬ 
part and ditch. Thefe fuburbs contain, 
befides buildings of ail kinds, corn-fields, 
much open failure, and fome fntall lakes, 
which give rife to the Neglina. The 
Mofkva, from which the xity takes its 
name, flows through it in a winding chan¬ 
nel ; but, excepting in fpring, is only na¬ 
vigable for rafts. It receives the Yaufa in 
the Semlainogorod, and the Neglina at the 
weflcrn extremity of the Kremlin ; but 
the beds of both thefe lafl-meiitioned ri¬ 
vulets are nearly dry in fummer. Mof- 
cow exhibits an aftouifliing degree of 
extent and variety, irregularity and con¬ 
trail. The ftreets, in general, are very 
long and broad. Some of them are 
paVed ; others* particularly in the fub-' 
urbs, are formed with trunks of trees, 
or are boarded with planks like the 
floor of a room. Wretched hovels are 
blended with large palaces ; cottages of 
one ftory Itand next fo the moil Uately 
rtunfions ; many brick ftruiflures are co¬ 
vered with wooden tops ; fome of the 
wooden houfes are painted ; others have 
iron doors and roofs. Numerous churches 
appear in every quarter, built in a peculiar 
ftyle of architecture: fome with domes of 
coppers, others of tin, gilt or painted 
green ; and many are roofed with wood. 
In a word, fome parts of this vail city 
havethe appearance of a fcqucftercd dc- 
fert; other quarters, of a populous town ; 
fame, of a contemptible village ; others, of 
a great capital. Mofcow is certainly the 
Iargeft city in Europe ; its circumference, 
within the rampart, which indoles the fub¬ 
urbs, being 26 miles ; but h. is built in fo 
disjointed and draggling a manner, that its 
population ccrrefpouds, in no degree, with 
its extent. Tt contains within the ram¬ 
parts, and in the adjacent villages, 300,000 
fouls, and is the mod populous city ill the 
empire. The places of divine worfhip, at 
Mofcow are extremely numerous ; inclu¬ 
ding the chapels, they amount to above 
loco • there are 484 public churches ; ry9 
of which are of brick, ftuccoed, or white 
wafted ; and the others of wood, painted 


red. Some of their bell* which form*r.o ; ~ 
confiderable part of divine worfhip, ire 
a flupehdous fize ;,they are hung in mini * 
detached from the church, are fixed i:> 
moveably to the beams, and rung by a :•; * 
tied to the dapper.

The title 
of the king’s eldeft fon is Prince of Cala* 
bria. The climate of Naples is extremely 
hot, especially in July, Auguft, and Sep¬ 
tember ; and is fa id to be one of the moft 
ioconftant and unfavourable to yaktudina- 
rians. in Tome jealous it rains every day 
for fix or leveii weeks together^ In winter 
there is feUum auv ice or liiow except on 
the mountains. &it the moft difagreea- 
ble part of the climate is the lirocc, or SE 
wind, which is very common in May, and 
is infinitely more relaxing, and gives rife 
to vapours in a much higher degree, than 
the worfi of the rainv month of November, 
in Great Britain. In winter there is fcl- 
dora any ice or fnow, except on the moun¬ 
tains. The country, on account of its 
fertility, is juftly termed a terreftrial para- 
dife 1 for it abounds with all forts of grain, 
the fineft fruits and rrce, flax, oil, and 
.wine, faffron, garden productions of 
every kind, with manna, alum, vitriol, 
fulphur, rock-cryftal, marble in the greateft 
plenty and perfection. It affords alfo 
wool and filk, and feveral foils of minerals. 
Befides the manufactures noticed in the 
account of the city of Naples, waiftcoats, 
caps, (lockings, and gloves are alfo made 
of the hair or filaments, of 1 fliellfifb, 
which are wanner than thofe of wool, 
and of a beautiful gloffy green. The 
principal mountains are the Appennines, 
which traverfe this from S to N, 
and the celebrated volcano, Mount Vefu- 
vius, five Italian miles from Naples. 
One of the greateft inconveniences to 
which this kingdom is expofed is earth- * 
quakes (fceC alabri a) whichtheeruptions 
of Mount Vesuvius contribute, in fomc 
meafure, to prevent. Another inConvenien- . 
cy is the great number of reptiles and 
infers engendered by the heat. Tome of 
which are very poilonops.

Gluttony Is a much more 
predominant yice than ebriety, of which 
inftances are extremely rare. In the fe¬ 
male fex, the palfion for finery is almoft 
.fuperior to all others, and, notwithftand- 
ing any effect the genial warmth of the 
climate may have on the eonftitution of a 
Neapolitan woman, Mr. Swinburne doubts 
whether fhe would not nine times out 
of ten prefer a prefent tost lover; yet 
I apprehend chafiity is not the charaHer- 
iHic virtue of this place more than it is of 
any other populous metropolis ; that fu¬ 
rious jealoufy for which the nation was fo 
remarkable fome generations ago, is al- 
molt eradicated j the breach of the con¬ 
jugal vow fometimes occafions quarrels and 
aflalfmations among people of an inferior 
ftation, but the cafe is rare, and rivality 
between lovers is more frequently pro- 
fhnftive of fuch femes. Of thefe vice's, 
xpany are doubt! cfs owing to the flaVeiy 
and oppreflion under which they ^roan, anj 
to a radical defe<fl in the adminiflrstlort 
of juftice. 

Naples, an ancient and large com¬ 
mercial city of Italy, capital of a kingdom 
of the fame name, with an archbifhop’s fee, 
and a univerfity, lying in the province 
called Terra di Lavora. It is feated at the 
bottom of the bay of Naples, which is one 
of the fineft in the world, being almofl of 
a round figure, of about ;,o miles diameter, 
and three parts of it fheltered with a noble 
circuit of woods and mountains. It is 
built in the form of a vaft amphitheatre,* 
Hoping from the hills to the fea. Although 
the ftvle of architecture is inferior to what 
prevails at Rome, and it cannot vie with 
that city in thenumber of palaces, or in the 
tnaopifi cence of the churches, the private 
houles, in general, are better built. The 
circumference, including the fuhurbs, w 
faid not to be lefs than 18 Italian miles, and 
the numberof the inhabitants therein little 
lefs than 400,000. The houfes are of 
Hone, fiat-roofed, and generally lofty and 
uniform ; but many of them have bal¬ 
conies, with lattice-windows. The ftrccts 
are well paved ; but they are not lighted 
at night, imd in theday-time are disfigured, 
in many places, by fialls, on which provis¬ 
ions are expofed to fale. Here are a great 
number of fine churches, convents, fount-

Nile, a large and celebrated river of 
Africa, to whch the country of Egypt owes 
its fertility; and the exploring of whoftr 
iburces has, from the remoteft ages, been 
accounted an impracticable undertaking. 
This dlfcovery has however, been lately 
made by Mr. Bruce, who fpent feveral 
years at the court of Abyffinii, and by the 
favour of the emperor and great people of 
the country, was enabled to accomplifti 
this arduous talk. In the middle of a 
marlh, near the bottom of the mountain of 
Geefh, arifes a hillock of a circular form, 
about three feet from the furface of the 
marlh itfclf, though apparently founded 
much deeper in it.

Tht*y did qot appear to be very defirous 
of iron, nor to want any other inftrument 
except fewing needles, their own being 
formed of bone. With tbefe they few 
their canoes, and make their clothes, and 
alfo work very curious embroidery. They 
ufc, in ft cad of thread, the fibres of plants, 
which they fplit to the thicknefs required. 
All fewing is performed by the females, 

who are (hoe-makers, tailors, and boat.- 

.builders. They manufacture mats, and' 
balkets of grafs, which are both ftrong: and 
beautiful. ' There is, indeed, a neatnels and 
perfe&ion in mod of their works, that 
(hows that they are deficient neither in in¬ 
genuity nor jperfevercnce.

Par is, the capital of France, one ofthe 
largelt, fineft, and molt populous cities of 
Europe. The river Seine, which crofP* 
it, forms two fmall iflands ; audit is fix 
leagues in circumference, including the 
Aibuvbs. The inhabitants are computed 
to be 800,000. There are nine principal 
bridges in Paris, two of which, and the 
most dittinguiflied, occupy the whole 
breadth ofthe Seine; namely, Pont Neuf 
and Pont Royal; to which may be added* 
the new bridge, begun in 1787, and called 
Pont de Louis Seize. But it is here to 
be obferved, that all the names of build¬ 
ings, fquares, ftreets, &c.in compliment to 
royalty, have been changed, iince the abo¬ 
lition of monarchy, in 1792.

4 nother, and large enough to contain bodies 
of refcrve in cafe of neceffity. The city 
nos nine gates, which are lofty and well 
arched ; over them are large pavilion roof¬ 
ed towers divided into nine flories, each 
hiving fevcral apertures or port-holes ; the 
L wer ftory forms a large hall for the ufeof 
the foldiers and officers who quit guard, 
and thofe appointed to relieve them. Be¬ 
fore each gate a fpace U left of more than 
Tree hundred and fixtyTcet; this is a kind 
of place of arms, enclofed by a femicircular 
vail equal in height ^nd thicknefs to that 
firround-ng the city. The ftreets are per- 
irct’y ftraight, moil of them three miles 
in length, and no feet wide, with (hops on 
troth Tides ; but the houfes are poorly built, 
and have only a ground-floor. It is fur- 
orifmg to fee what numbers of people there 
ire iu the ftreets, and not one woman 
among them. There is always a great 
confufton, occafioned by the vaft numbers 
horfes, camels, mules, affics, waggons, 
carts, and chairs, without reckoning the 
i-veral mobs which gather about the jug- 
?>rs, ballad-fingers, &c. Perfons of dif- 
Linftion have always a horfeman who goes 
before them to clear the way. All the 
*;reat ftreets are guarded by foldiers, who* 
(. itrole riight and day with (words by their 
udes, and whips in their hands, to thaftife 
thofe who make any difturbance, or take 
d.r-m into cuftody. The little ftreets have 
lattice-gates at their entrance into the great 
Erects, which are ffiut up at night, and 
planted by Joldiers, who fuffer no aflein- 
r iirs in the ftreets at that time. The fup- 
r-rt of this police cofta the emperor a 
treat deal; for part of the foldiers we have 
mentioned are maintained for this purpofe 
• rdy. They are all infantry, and their pay 
ia generally very high ; their employment 
ccnfiits not only in watching for thofe who 
nay occafion difturbance in the day time, 
cr walk abroad during -the night ; they 
Tr. uft allb take care that the ftreets are kept 
L ein and fwept every day ; that they are 
watered morning and evening in time of 
dry weather; and that every nui&nce is 
r t moved ; they have orders allb to affift in 
il is labour ihemfelves, and to clear the* 
ktnr.els, that the water may have a free 
courfe. The emperor's palace ftands in 
J-c middle of the Tartar city. It prefents 
a prodigious aflemblage of vaft buildings, 
txirr.dve courts and magnificent gardens, 


and is (hut op qn all Tides by a double waX, 

the inttrvenitig fparc being occupied by 
houfes belonging to the offices of the court, 

eunuchs, and by different tribunals. To 
feme of thefe is afilgned the care of pro¬ 
viding neccflaries for the ufe of the emper¬ 
or ; others are for determining difputes, 
.and puniffiing faults committed by the do- 
meflics of the imperial family., The ex¬ 
terior circumference of this immenfe palace 
iireckoned a league and a half. Although, 
the Cbinefe archittllurc has no reiemblanc* 
to that cf Europe, the impe rial palace of 
Pekin does act fail to ftrike beholders by 
its extern, grandeur, and the regular d 
fition of its apartments, and by the singular 
ftrullure of its pavilion-roofs, ornamented 
at each comer with a carved plat-band, 
the low er extremity of which is turned up¬ 
wards; thefe roofs are covered with var- 
riiftucl tiles of lo beautiful a yellow colour, 
that, at a diftance, ttfey make as fplendul 
an appearance as if they w r erc gilded* The 
temples, and the towers of thi> city, are fo 
numerous, that it is difficult to count them. 
The country about it is Tandy, and not very 
fruitful ; yet provisions of all kinds are 
exceedingly plentiful, they being, as well 
as the mercliandile, brought from other 
parts by canals cut from the rivers, and 
always crowded with veffils of different 
fi7.es. An earthquake, which happened 
herein 1731, buried above iog,cco per¬ 
fons in the ruins of the houies. The in¬ 
habitants of Pekin are eftimat.d at 
a,000,coo. A Ruffian church is eftabliih- 
ed here with a ftmiftary, in which the 
ftudents are permitted to refide for the 
purpofe of learning the Chinefe language. 
Since this eftablilhment, many intereilmg 
publications have appeared at Peterlburgh, 
relative to the laws, hiftory, and geography 
of China, tranflated from the originals 
publilhed at Pekin.

A very fmgulartree grows 
in this province; in dead of,pith, it con** 
tains a loft pulp, which yields a kind of 
flour *, the bread made of it is faid to be 
exceedingly good. Bcfides paroquets^ 
hedge-hogs, and the rhinoceros, a prod?* 
gious number of wild animals, curious*birds/ 
and uncommon insects are found here. 
This province contains 12 villages of the 
firft clafs and 80 of the fecond and third* 
Quei-ling-fou is the capital. : 

Quang-tong, the moft confiderabfc 
of the fouthem provinces of Chink ; bound¬ 
ed on the NE by Fo-kien, ori the N by 
Kiang-fi, on the W by Quang-fi and the 
kingdom of Tong-king ; ftfe jeft is waft¬ 
ed by the fca. The country is diverfified 
with plains and mountains, and the land 
is fo fertile, that it produces two crop* 
every year. Trade and the fecundity of 
the foil iiipply this province with every 
thing that can contribute to the pleafurc* 
of life : it furnifhes gold, precious ftonrtr, 
filk, pearls, eagle-wood, tin, quickfilver* 
fugar, copper, iron, iron, flee!, faltpetre, 
ehonv, and abundance of aromatic woods, 
which are in great requeft. All the coaft* 
abound with filh, and furnifh great quantit¬ 
ies of oyftcrs, crabs and lortoiles of an im- 
menfe lize ; of their Ihells the Chinefe 
make feveral pretty toys. A prodigious 
number of tame ducks are railed in this 
province : the particulai* care and induftjy 
employed by the Chiuefc in breeding 
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then* have multiplied them here exceeding¬ 
ly. They load a great number of Iroall 
llarks with them, and carry them in 
flocks to fqed on the fea-fhore, where at 
low-water thefe fowls find lhrimps, oyfters 
and other kinds of Ihell-fifli. Thefe frnall 
fleets generally go in company, and the , 
ducks foon mix together on the fhore ; 
but hen night approaches, they are col¬ 
lided together by only beating on a 
bafon i they immediately form themfelves 
ilitij different flocks, and each returns to 
the veiTel it belongs to. Although the 
climate of this province is warm, the aiy 
is pure and the people are robuft and 
healthy. They are very indultrions; and 
it muft be allowed, that they pofltrfs, in an 
eminent degree, the talent of imitation: 
if they are only fhewn any of our Euro¬ 
pean works, they execute others like them ' 
with the moll furprifing exadnrfs. This 
province is divided into ten diftrufls, which 
contain ten cities of the firft clafs, and 
eighty-four of the fecond and third. Can¬ 
ton is the capital; but the viceroy refides 
at Chao king.

Leaving Alface and Suabia, the ri¬ 
ver gives name to the two German circles 
of the Upper and Lower Rhine, waters ma¬ 
ny coniiderable dues and towns, and re¬ 
ceives the itreams of the Neckar, Maine, 
and Mofelle, in its cour!e to the IJnited Pro¬ 
vinces. Below Emmerick, in the duchy of 
Cleves, it divides into two ftreams.

city. The church of St. Peter, in the 
opinion of many, furpaffes, in fize and 
magnificence, the fineft monuments of 

ancient architetflure* It is incrufted with¬ 
out with marble; its length is 730 feet, 
the breadth 520, and the height, from the 
pavement, to the top of the crofs, which 
crowns the cupola, 430. A complete def- 
cription of this church, and of its ftatues, 
bafTo-relievo9, columns, and various other 
ornaments, would fill volumes. Adjoining 
to St. Peter's is the Vatican, or winter pa¬ 
lace of the pope, with the richcft library of 
the choicelt books and manuferipts In the 
world* The Vatican confifts of feveral 
thoufand rooms and other parts, of which 
the moft admired are its grand ftaircafc, 
and a charming garden, called by -way of 
eminence Belvidere, having the fineft col¬ 
lection of exotics in Europe. The Pan¬ 
theon is the moft perfect of thfc Roman 
temples which now remain, and notwith- 
ftanding the depredations it has fuflainerf 
from Goths, Vandals, and popes, is ftill & 
beautiful monument of Roman tafte. The 
pavilion of the great altar, which ftands un¬ 
der the cupola of St. Peter, and the four 
wreathed pillars of Corinthian brafs which 
fupport it, were formed ou^of the fpoiis of 
the >n, which, after l i8oo years, 

has ftill a probability of outliving its proud 
capacious rival. From the circujar form 
of this temple, it has obtained the name of 
the Rotundo. Its height is 150 feet, and 
rta breadth nearly the fame. There are no 
windows ; the central opening in the dome 
admitting a fufficiency of light. The rain 
which falls through this aperture, imme¬ 
diately drains through holes, which per¬ 
forate a large piece of porphyry, that forms 
the centre of the pavement. Being convert¬ 
ed into a chriftian temple, the Pantheon, 
originally crt<fted to the honour of all the 
gods, is now dedicated to the Virgin, and 
to ail the martyrs and faints. As the Pan¬ 
theon is the moft entire, the Amphitheatre 
of Vefpafian is the moft ftupandous monu¬ 
ment of antiquity in .Rome. About one 
half of the external circuit ftill remains ; 
from which a pretty cxa<ft idea may be 
formed of the original ftructure. By a 
computation of Mr. Byres, it could con¬ 
tain 85,000 fpedlators* The Campidoglio 
is an elegant ftrudlure, railed on part of the 
ruins of the ancient CapitoL But the anti* 
quitics of Rome are too numerous to be 
minutely deferibed. We fhall, therefore, 
pafs over the ancient Forum, now a cow* 
market; the beautiful Column of Trajan, 
iao feet high, on the top of which is thp 
flattt* of St. Peter, inftcad of that pf Tfa* 
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Wn,$cc. The church of St. Jphn Latettn, 
the Roman* fay, is the moft ancient of all 
the churches of Rome, and the mothen of 
all the churches in Chriftendom. To this 
church, evefy new pope conftantly goes 
£rft, in a magnificent probeffion, to take 
pofleffion of the holy lee. In Rome, the 
connoifieur will meet with innumerable 
paintings by the greateft matters, and with 
the fineft works of fculpture, Ac. The 
cattle of St. Angelo ferve* more to keep 
the city in Awe, than to repel any foreign 
attack. War was declared againft the pope 
by the French in 1798, in confequence of 
a tumult, in which their general Duphot 
■ was killed. The city was entered by them 
in February, and they overturned the 
papal government. They likewife plunder- 
£dthe city of it* pnoft valuable monuments 
of antiquity, it* ancient ftatues and pain¬ 
ting*, and levied heavy contributions on 
the inhabitants* However, in Septem¬ 
ber, 1799, the city was retaken by the 
allies, ‘ and the new French' government 
overthrown.

The lines of 
Rouen, particulary what are called the 
Siamoi/e , are much efteemed. They have 
alfo manufactures of cloth, and one of oil 
of vitriol.

We may readily allow the 
truth of this culoghim with refpeft to hie 
improvements in the difciplinc of his army, 
and the creation of a nary, for thefe were 
obje&s within the reach of the perfevering 
genius of a defporic fovereign § but the 
pompous accounts of the total change which 
he effected in tho national manners, feem 
to have been the mere echoes of foreigners, 
who have never vifited the country, and 
who have collected the iuflory of Peter 
from the mod partial information. The 
bulk of the people (till continue in the grof- 
feft barharilin. The principal noble* in¬ 
deed are perfectly civilized, and m refined 
m their entertainments, mode of living, and 
focial intercourfe, as thofe of other Euro¬ 
pean countries, fiat there is a v 
cnee between polHhing a nation, and polic¬ 
ing a few individuals. The merchants and 
peafants foil univorfally retain their ori¬ 
ginal manners, and referable, in their gene¬ 
ral mode of living, the inhabitants of the 
faafieft village. The grcateft part of the 
peafants, who form the bulk of the nation, 
are foil almoft as deficient in the arts as 
they were before Peter's time although 
the fdeaces have flourifhed in the capi¬ 
tal.

On the 
top of this rock, is a large green plain, 
with two wells of frefh water fpringing out 
of the rock. It has of late been greatly 
frequented on account pf its mineral 
waters, called the Scarborough Spa, aud 
alfo for fea- bathing ; oij which account it 
is much mended in the uufhbcr and beauty 
of its buildings. The fpi ing was under the 
cliff, part of which fell down in 1737, and 
the water was loft ; but in clearing away 
the ruins, in order to rebuild the wharf, it 
was recovered, to the great joy of the town. 
The waters of Scarborough are chalybeate 
and purging. Here are afiembhes and 
balls in the lame manner as at Tunbridge. 
S;irborough fends two members to parlia¬ 
ment, has a good h. rbour, pudefies a con- 
fiderable trade, and is.much engaged in the 
fisheries.

Of thcle only five or fix are 
inhabited. They are luppofed formerly 
to have produced much tin, but are now 
chiefly known as a refort for feafowl, awl 
a place of fhelter for fhips in bad weather* 
The inhabitants principally fubfift by 
fifhing, burning kelp, and a<£ling as pilots* 
The chief of the ifland9 is St. Mary's, 
which has a good port, is the belt cul¬ 
tivated, and contains more inhabitants 
than ail the reft put together. In this 
ifiand, and in two or three others, are 
various antiquities, particularly the remains 
of a temple of the Druids, and ancient 
fepulchrrs : hut the great eft ornament is 
the lighthoufe, vrfiieh,'with the gallery, 
is 51 feet high, and is a very fine column. 
The Scilly rocks have been fata! to num¬ 
bers of fhips entering the English Chai*- 
nel. One of the mofl difaftrous events 
of this kind happened in 1707, when ad¬ 
miral fir Cloudefly Shovel, with three men 
of war, perifhed with all their crews, 
Lon.

Scio, anciently called Chios, a cele* 
brated ifland of the Archipelago, near 

the coafl: of Natolia, NW of Samos. It 

is 32 miles long and 15 broad and a 
mountainous country}; yet fruits of va¬ 
rious kindsgrowin the fields fuch as oran¬ 
ges, citrons, olives, mulberries, and pome¬ 
granates, interfperfed with myrtles and 
jafmines.' The wine of Scio, fo celebrated 
by the ancients, is ftill ip great eftcem ; 
but the ifland is now principally diftin- 
guifhed by the profitable culture *of the 
maflich ; it has alfo fome trade in filk, 
wool, cheefe, and figs. The women are 
better bred than in other parts of the 
Levant, and their drefs is odd, but very 
neat. They have tame partridges which 
they fend every day into the fields to feed, 
and in the evening call back with a whifUe. 
It is computed that there are 1 0,000 Turks,* 
10,000 Greeks, and ic,ooo Latins, on this 
ifland. The Turks become mailers of it 
in 1566. 

Scio, a feaport, the capital of an ifiand 
of the fame name, and a bi/hop’s fee. ft 
it the btfl built town in the Archipelago ; 
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ihc taoufes being commodiausjfome of them 
terraced, and others covered with tiles. 
“JTlie caftle is an old citadel built by the 
Or node, in which the Turks, have a gar- 
riiotif of 1400 men. The harbour is a* 
tendezvous for (hips that go to or come 
front the Conflantinople ; it will contain 
Zo veflels, and is protected by a low mole 
and two ligbthotiles. It is feattd on the 
E fide of the ifland, 47 miles W of Symrna, 
^nd 21® SVV of Conltantinople. 

Sciro, or Sciros, an illand of the 
Archipelago, W of Metelian. It is 15 
miles long and eight broad,, and a moun¬ 
tainous country, but has no mines. The 
vines make the beauty of the ifland, and 
flic wine is excellent ; nor do the natives 
want woodi It contains only the village 
and convent of St. George, both built on 
a conical rock, 10 miles from the har¬ 
bour of ot. George. The fuperior of the 
convent excrcifcs defpotic fway over the 
inhabitants, whofc fuperilition is more 
exceflive than that of the other Greeks in 
the Archipelago. The inhabitants are 
all Greeks but the Cadi is a Turk. 

SclavOnia, a country of Europe, be¬ 
tween the rivers Save, Drive, and Da¬ 
nube. It is divided into iix counties, and 
belongs to the houfe of Auflria ; it was 
formerly a kingdom, and is not above 
75 miles in breadth ; but it is 300 in length, 
from the frontiers of Auflria to Belgrade. 
The ealleni part is called Ratzia, and the 
inhabitants Rafcians. Theie form a par¬ 
ticular nation, and are of the Grek church. 
The language of Sclavonic is the mother 
of four others, namely thole of Hungary, 
Bohemia, Poland, and Ruflia. 

Scone, or Schoone, a village in 
Perthfl.be, on the E tide of the river 
Tay, N by YV of Perth.

Even the fhep- 
herdk dog peculiar to Scotland, fo hardy, 
docile, and fagacious, is not unworthy bf 
mention.

Among which there are 100* elephants* 
and it is faid he can bring 450,000 men 
Into the field. It is a fiat country, which 
in the rainy feafon is overflowed ; for 
w hich reafon tnoft of the houfes arc built 
on pillars, and they have no communica¬ 
tion for fome months but by lx>ats. 'llie 
women arc the only merchants in buying 
goods, the men being generally maintain¬ 
ed by the ioduftry of their wives. The in* 
habitants are well (kapvd, have large fore¬ 
heads, little nofes, handlbmr mouths, 
plump, lips, and black fpnrkling eyes. 
Both lexes go lure-headed, and the men 
are of an olive colour, with little bcard6, 
"but the women of a -ilraw complexion, and 
fome have their cheeks a little red. They 
have'abundance of wild animals in the 
woods, as elephants, rhinoceroses, leo¬ 
pards, and tygers. Their tame cattle are 
beeves, buffaloes, and hogs, of which they 
have plenty about their farms. Eefidcs 
whuh, there arc large and dangerous cro¬ 
codiles, and .ferpents 20 feet long. Their 
temples and prices are very nunatron* ; 


the latter diftinguifhed from thclaity by a« 
orange coloured garment, and they kern 
their heads, beards, and eye-brows dele 
fhaved.

It It adorned With a great number of pa¬ 
laces, fountains, and fnperb churches. 
The great area is round, and the houfet 
about it are of the lame height, fupported 
by piazzas, under which people may 
walk in alt weathers.

The native chiefs and prop:- 
appeared to be extremely friendly, and the 
Company’s fchooU were regularly attended 
by 300 children, among whom were fom: 
children of the natives. But thischeartCI 
feene was Coon overcaft, and this beautrd t 
and profperons colony overwhelmed wici 
ruin. In Sept. 17941 a French fquadr- t 
arrived at Sierra Leonej fired upon the 
town and did much damage. In tiie after¬ 
noon the enemy landed* finding the ti.wu 
ahnoft deftitute of people, but rich m pr-,. 
vilions, clothing, and ether flora. Th-y 
began immediately to break open the hou .c i 
and to plunder. What they did not warn, 
thfy deftroyed, burnt, or tlffew into the ri¬ 
vet. They killed all the cattle and animal 3 
thdy found in the fields orftreets, yards, cr 
eifowherc, not fparingeven affix, dogs, am! 
cats. Thefe proceedings they continued 
the whole fucceeding week, till they hid 
entirely ruined this beautiful and profperir •* 
colony ; and when they found nuthri g 
more worth plundering, they fet fife to tJ: 
public buildings and all the houfisa belong¬ 
ing to the Europeans.

Nature has been equally 
bountiful in uncultivated plenty, and the 
inhabitants are as luxurious and as indo¬ 
lent. A plantain branch is the emblem of 
peace, and changing names the greateft 
token of friendlhip. Their dances are 
more elegant, their dramatic entertain¬ 
ments have fomething of plot and confift- 
ency, and they exhibit temporary occur¬ 
rences as the objects ofpraife or fatire ; fo 
that the origin of ancient comedy may be 
already difeerned among them. The peo¬ 
ple of Huaheine are in general ftouter and 
fairer than thofc of Otaheite, and this Al¬ 
and is remaikable for its populoufneis and 
fertility. Thofe of Ulitea, on the contrary 
are fmaller and blacker, and much lefs or¬ 
derly. Captain Cook put on fhore a Cape 
ewe at Baiafiola, where a ram had been left 
by the.Spaniard^ andalfoan Englifh boar 
and fow, with two goats, at Ulitea. If the 
Valuable animals which have been tranf- 
j)orted thither from Europe (hould be 
l'ufiered to multiply, no part of the

Solfatara, a lake of Italy, in tht 
Campagna of Rome near Trivoli, which 
empties itfelf by a whittilh muddy firearm 
into the TeveroiiCjthe ancient Anio; s'va¬ 
pour of a lulphui eous lmell arifing from k 
as it flows. The waters of this lake had 
anciently a high medical reputation, but 
are no longer in efteeni. In the middle are 
fevcral beating ifiands, formed of matted 
ferge and herbage, fpringing from a foil 
of duit and fand blown from, the adjacent 
ground, and glued together by the bitu¬ 
men which Iwiins on the lurface of the 
lake, and the fulphur w-ith which its wa¬ 
ters arc impregnated. Some of thcle 
iilands are 15 yards long, aud will bear 
live or fix people, who, by a pole, may 
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ItuW* to different parts of the lake* From 
this lake ifiues a whittifh muddy ftreom, 
which emits vapour of a fulphureous finell, 
tHi it reaches the Teverone. - 

Solfatera, a mountain of Italy iri the 
kingdom of Naples, and Terra di Lavoro. 
^This mountain appears evidently to have 
been a volcano in ancient times ; and the 
loti is yet fo hot, that the workmen em¬ 
ployed there in making alum need nothing 
elfe befidea the heat of the ground for 
evaporating their liquids. In the plain 
within the crater, fniokc ifiues from many 
parts, as alfo from its (ides: here, by means 
of lionet and tiles heaped over die cre¬ 
vices, through which the fmoke pafles, 
they colic# in an auk ward manner what 
they call fale armoma&o ; and from the 
&nd of the plain they extra# lulphur and 
alum. The hollow found produced by 
throwing a heavy ftone on the. plain of 
the crater of the Solfaterra, feems to indi¬ 
cate that k is fupported by a fort of arch¬ 
ed natural vault ; and oue is induced to 
think that there is a pool of water beneath 
this vault (which boils by the heat of a fub- 
terraneous fire ftiil deeper), by the very 
tcoiil ftream that ifiues from the cracks in 
the plain of the Solfatcrra,-which, like that 
*f boding water, runs off a (word or knife, 
prefented t’o it, in great drops. Near it 
is a fmall lake full of black thick water, 
which feems to be always boiling.

The language of this country, 
efpecially that fpoken in Cafiile, which is 
by far the pure#, approaches the ncareft to 
the Latin of any language in Europe, 
mixed with Arabic words and terminations 
introduced by the Moors. The Spaniards 
in genera] are tall, tbe& complexions 
fwarthy, their countenances exprefiive. 
As to what regards the oharadler of the 
Spaniards, they do not want cither an incli¬ 
nation or capacity for the fciences; but 
have hardly m opportunity of acquiring 
any true learning or knowledge, at lead ig 
their ichools and univerfitics. They are 
admired for their fecrecy, confiancy, gra¬ 
vity, patience in adverfity, and loyalty. 
They are alfo faid to be true to their word, 
great enemies to tying, and fo nice and 
jealous in point of honour, that they will 
fiick at nothing to wipe oif any fiain that is 
caft upon it.

It lie* in the diocefe 
of Norwich ; contains 22 hundreds, a 8 
market-towns, and 575 plriihes ; and 
fends 16 members to parliament. Suffolk 
is in general a level country, tpithout any 
confiderable eminences. In refpedi to foil 
it may be divided into three portions* 
The fca-coaft, to fome difUnce inlaid, is 
for the molt part Tandy, and is diftributed 
into arable land, heaths and rturihes. 
The arable produces* excellent barley; 
and towards the SE great quantities of 
carrots we grown. The heaths afford ex* 
tenfive (beep-walks ; and the marihes feed 
numbers of cattle. The foil has in many 
parts been much improved by (hell-marl, 
(called here crang) of “which vaft beds 
have been difeovered, particularly in the 
neighbourhood of Woodbridge. The fra 
(bore it chiefly compofed of loatpy cliffs, 
whieh are continually falling ddtvn, under¬ 
mined by the waves. Hence great chan¬ 
ces have been effected on this coafh; and 
fome towns, once confiderable, as Dim- 
wkh and Aldborough, have been alirioft 
waffled away by the fea. About Orford- 
nefs there are various f&lt-water creeks 
aond Inlets, which form extenfive marihes. 
The internal part of the cotlntv, from N 
to 8 , and acrofs quite to the SW angle, is 
in general a ftrong davey foil, fertile to 
a great degree m all the obje&i of hus¬ 
bandry. A part of it called high Suffolk, 
has a foil fo (tiff and tenacious* that its 
roads m wet fea Tone are fcarcely pailable. 
The great product of this trad! Is butter, 
which is exported to London and other 
parts in great quantities. Much cheefe 
too is made here; but as it is ohly fup- 
plementary to the butter, it has gained, 
ribnoft proverbially, the character of the 
worft in England. Befides grain of all 
forts, beans are grown abundantly in the 
sfciddlc parts of Suffolk. Hemp is likewife 
fultivated to a confiderable extent, and 
fpun and woven on the ipot into cloth of 
various degrees of fcnenefs. Some hops 
are grown not far from Sudbury. The 
NW portion of Suffolk is an open coun¬ 
try* and forms 2 confiderable part of the 
wide tra <51 of barren heath which occupies 
£> much of this quarter of the kingdom. 
It is chiefly m warrens and Iheep-walks, 
tmt interfperfed with poor arable land. 
The'extieme angle, bordering on the Ely 
fens, partakes 01 their nature. On the 
fvhole, this county is one of the moll 
thriving with refpedi tsV agriculture, and 
its fanners are opulent and ficilftd. The 
culture of turnips prevails here almoft as

and it is more temperate than many re*v 
gions within the Tropics ; the thermo¬ 
meter at the molt fuhry hour, about two In 
the afternoon, generally fluctuating be¬ 
tween 8» and 85 degrees, Mr. Marfden 
divides the inhabitants into Malays, Ach£- 
ftefe, Battas, Lampoons, and Rejangs ; and 
he takes the latter as his ftandard of def- 
cription, with refpe<ft to the perfons, man¬ 
ners, and cuftoms of the inhabitants. They 
are rather below the middle ftature ; ^heir 
bulk in proportion ; their limbs for tlie 
raoft part flight, but well fhiped, and par¬ 
ticularly (mail at the Wriils and ancles j 
and, upon the whole, they are gracefully 
formed. Their hair is ftrong, and of a 
(hining black. The men are beardlefs, 
great pains being taken to render them & 
when hoys, by rubbing their chins with a 
kind of quicklime. Their complexion is 
properly yeVow, wanting the red tinge 
that con flit utes a copper or tawny colour. 
They are in general lighter than the Mef- 
tees, or half-breed, of the reft of India j 
thofe of the fuperior clafs, who are not ex- 
poled to the rays of the fun, and particul¬ 
arly their women of rank, approaching to 
a degree of falmeft. If beauty confifted hi 
this one quality, fome of them would fur- 
pafs our brunettes in Europe. The major 
part of the females are ugly, many of them 
even to difguft ; yet among them* are fome 
whofe appearance is ftrikingly beautiful, 
whatever compofition of perfon, features, 
and complexion, that fentiment may be the 
refult of. Some of the inhabitants of the 
hilly parts are obferved to have the fwelled 
neck or goitre ; but they attempt no re¬ 
medy for it, as thefe wens are oonfiftent 
with the higheft health. The rites of mar¬ 
riage among the Sumatrans confift Amply 
in joining the hands of the parties, and 
pronouncing them and wife without 
much ceremony, excepting the entertain*, 
ment which is given upon the occaiion by 
the father of the girl.

The women are faid to 1 
be generally handfomc and well-fhapcd, 
fenfible and modeft, yet frank, eafy, and 
agreeable in corl venation. Few of the 
peafants are miferably poor j many of 
them are rich, efpecially in the Proteftant ♦ 
easterns* and that of Berne In particular. 1 
hi 1797, the French having long endea¬ 
voured to excite inteftine commotion aud~ 
difeord in Swiflerland, fucceeded but two 
well in their mlfehievoua defigns. Being. 
favoyred by the difturbances they had ex¬ 
cited, their troops entered Swiflerland, and 
defeated the Swifs troops, who pppofed 
them with great courage and refoliition lit. 
feveral defperate cn gagements. The whole 
country was fubdued and obliged tq fubmit 
to the galling yoke of the French, who com* 
pletely overturned the conftitution of the 
principal cantons, and impofed upon then*, 
what they called the Helvetic republic,- 
with a form of government, like that of 
France, compofed of a legiflativc body,’ 
confiftmg of two councils, and a dire&ofy. 
On the recommencement of the war with 1 
the emperor of Germany in 1799, the 
archduke Charles entered Swiflerland, and 
having defeated the French, he made him* 
felf mafter of Schaffhiufeu and Zuric; but 
in the dole of the campaign, he met with a 
check which obliged him to relinqtiift part 
of his conquefb, This formerly peaceful 
and happy country, diftradfrd by the con* 
Aids of contending armies, is at prefent io a ' 
very exhaufted and impoverilhed fituation, *

This ifiand is fubjedl to 
earthquakes; and, in x 704* one deftroyed 
hrveral towns, and many thoufand people. 
T he manufactures carried on here are very 
t'*w, and the product of them little more 
r l *m {efficient for their own confumption. 
T hey confitt of ufieties, gauze, coarfc lin¬ 
en*, blankets, a little filk, and curious gar- 
rtrrs. The principal dependence of the in¬ 
habitants is on their wine, (their ftaple 
commodity), oil, corn, and every kind of 
f.o^k. for (hipping. With thefe the ifiand 
abounds: and, in their feafon, produces 
mot only the tropical fruits, but tne vege¬ 
table productions of the European gardens, 
in the greatett plenty. Teneriff enjoys an 
agreeable and healthful mediocrity of cli¬ 
mate. Indeed none ieeras better adapted 
tor the reftoration of a valetudinarian; as, 
by going into the mountains, he may gra¬ 
duate the air, and choofe that ftate of it 
uhich beft fuits his complaint. The la¬ 
borious works in this ifiand are chiefly 
performed by oxen and mules, horfes be¬ 
ing fcarce, and referved for the ufe of 
the officers. Hawks and parrots are na¬ 
tives of the ifiand, as alfo fwallows, fea- 
gulls, partridges, canary birds, and black- 
buds. , There arc alfo lizards, locutts and 
dragonflies. The climate is remarkably 
healthful, and particularly adapted to af¬ 
ford relief iajrthifical complaints.' St. 
Uiriftophe de Laguna is the capital, but 
die governor refides at Santa Cruz.

It is cp- 
wsr 4 of 400 miles in length, and 104 ta 
breadth $ and contains three diftriCt*, and 
it counties. Its principal*rivers are the 
Miififippi, Tennaflce, Cumberland, Hol- 
fton, Clinch and Duck $ and k is ,abunc> 
dantly watered by other rivers and creeks* 
The Cumberland mountains, a ridge near 
30 miles broad, cut this ftate into the 
eaftern and weftem divifions. It was for¬ 
merly a part of N. Carolina but it was 
admitted t member of the United States 
in 1796. In 1795, it contained 66,649 
free perfons, and 20,613 fiaves.

*■ !imate would not appear to be fo rigorous 
and tempeftuous as it is reprefented in An- 
fon’s voyage. Upon the lower grounds 
and iHands, that were fheltered by the high 
mountains, Mr Forfter found feveral forts 
of trees Mid plants, and a variety of birds. 
Among the trees was Winter's bark tree, 
and a faeries of arhutas, loaded with red 
fruit of the five of fmall cherries, which 
were very well tailed. In fomc places 
there is alfo plenty of celery. Among the 
birds was a fpecies of duck, of the fize of a 
goofe, which ran along the fea with amaz¬ 
ing velocity, healing the water with its 
wings and feet. It had a grey plum¬ 
age, with a yellow bill and feet, and a few 
uhite quill feathers. At the Falkland if-* 
»imU it I* called a logger-head duck ; a- 
m«>ng the birds are alfo plenty of geefe and 
Tairons. The rocks of fomc of the Hlands 
-ire covered with large mufl’el ihell*, the fifll 
of which is well flavoured. The natives 
oi this country are ihort in their perfons, 
•»o: exceeding five feet fix inches at moft, 
i .*eir heads large, their faces broad, their 
•ice k bones very prominent, and their nofes 
* —y fiat. They have little brown eyes, 
without lift ; their hair is black and lank, 
anting about their heads indiforder, a/id 
n* in 1 cared with train oil. On the chin 
< have a few ftraggling Ihort hair* in* 
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Head of a beard, and from their m>fc there 
is a conftant difeharge of mucus into their 
Ugly open mouth. The whole affemblage 
of their features forms the moft loathfomc 
pidlure of miferg and wretchednefs to 
which human nature can jloffibly be re¬ 
duced. Thofe which Mr Forfter few had 
no other cloathing than a fmall piece of 
feal-flein, which hung from their fhoulders 
to the middle of the back, being fattened 
round the neck with a firing. The reft of 
their body was perfectly naked, not the 
leafi regard being paid to what the Euro¬ 
peans would tenn indecency. Their na¬ 
tural colour feems to be an olive brown# 
with a kind of giofs, refemblirig that of 
copper ; but many of them difguife them- 
felves with ftreaks of red paint, and fome- 
times, (hough fcldom, with white. Their 
whole chara< 5 ler is the ftrangeft compound 
of ftupidity, indifference, and ina&ivity; 
They have no other arms than bows and 
arrows, and their inftrUments for fifhing 
are a kind of fifli gigs. They live chiefly 
on feals fielh, and like the fat oily part moft* 
There is no appearance of any fubordina- 
tion among them, and their mode of life 
approaches nearer to that of brutes than * 
that of any other nation.

Terra Firma, or Tierra Firp*a, a 
kingdom of S America, bounded on the N 
by the Caribbean Sea, on the NE by the 
Atlantic, on the SE by Guiana and Ama¬ 
zonia, on the S by New Granada, and on 
the W by the Pacific Ocean and the Ifth- 
mus of Darien, which laft feparates it 
from N America. Its length, from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific Ocean, is upward of 
1300 miles: it* greateft breadth is 750 j 
but, in fome places, toward the Oronoko, 
not above 180. It is divided into the pro¬ 
vinces of Terra Firma Proper, or Darien? 
Carthagena, St. Martha, Rio de la Hacha, 
Venezuela, Garaccas, Guinana, and Paria, 
or New Andalulia. The whole country ii 
now fubjedl to the viceroy of New Grana¬ 
da, who refides at St. Fe de Bogoat. The 
climate here, efpecially in the northern 
parts, is extremely hot and fultry during 
the whole year. From the month of May 
to the end of November, the feafon called 
winter by the inhabitants, is almoft a con¬ 
tinual fucceflion of thunder, rain and tern- 
pefts; the clouds precipitating the rains 
with fuch impetuofity, that the low lands 
exhibit the appearance of an ocean. Great 
part of the country is of confequence almoft 
continually ^flooded ; and this, together 
with the excrifive heat, fo impregnates thr 
air with vapours, that ia many province* 
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particularly about Popayan and ^orto 
lfeljo, it is extremely unwholeibme. This 
part of S America was difeovered by Co- 
fumbut, iu his third voyage to this con¬ 
tinent. It was fubdued and fettled by the 
Spaniards about the year 15141 after des¬ 
troying, with great inhumanity, feveral 
millions of the natives. This country was 
called Terra Firtna, on account of its 
being the firft part of the continent which 
was difeovered, all the lands difeovered 
previous to this being iflands.

Toulon, a city and fcaportof France, 
capital of the department of Var, and late 
province of Provence* Before the revolu¬ 
tion in 1789, it was an epi(copal fee.

Tou¬ 
lon experienced the dreadful ravages of the 
plague in 1418, 1461, 1476, 1587, 1621, 
1630, 1647, 1664, and 1720. It is divid¬ 
ed into the Old and New Quarter. The 
firft. which is ill-built, has nothing remark¬ 
able in it but the Rue aux Arhres (a kind 
of .mall) and the townhoufe*. 1'he New 
Quarter contains (befides the magnificent 
works conltrudlcd by Lewis XIV), many 
fine houfes, and a grand oblong fquare, 
lined with trees, and ferving as a parade, 
he harbour is diftinguifhed likewife by 
e names of the Old Port or Merchants 
Port, and the New Port or King’s Port ;

It is built entirely of the fame kind of 
blackifh ftone, and has no arches, but a- 
bove three hundred large ftone pillars, 
which terminate on each fide in an acute 
angle, to break the violence of the current 
with greater facility. Five ftones of equal 
fize, laid tranfverfely from one pillar to 
another, form the breadth of the bridge, 
each of which, according to the meafuro* 
ment I made in walking, were eighteen of 
my ordinary fteps in length ; mere are 
one thoufend of them, all of the fame fize 
and figure : a wonderful work, when one 
conliders the great namber of thefe heavy 
ftones, and the manner in which they are 
fupported between the pillars! On each., 
fide there are buitrefles or prop% conftruo* 
ted of the fame kind «f fton<, on the 
of which are placed lions on pedeflals, and 
other ornaments of the like nature. It if 
to be obferved, that in this description, I 
fpeakoniy of one part of the work, that 
which is between the finall city of.Lo- 
vang and the caftle built upon the bridge ; * 
for, beyond the caftle, there is another 
part equally ftupendous as the firft.

The city 
has no water, but what is kept in citterns, 
except one well, kept for the bafhaw’s 
ufe. The harl>our has a very narrow 
entrance, through a fmall channel, which 
is well fortifiea. The Mahometans here 
have nine colleges for ttudents, befides a 
preat number of fmaller fchools. Tunis 
xs a place of great trade, 10 miles from 
the lea, 275 NW of Tripoli, and 
380 E of Algiers.

It lies 
between 27 and 46° EIon. and 28 and 45®

Land. In Africa, the Turks have ftill a 
precarious fovereignty over Egypt. Of 
thefe countries (which fee relpc&ively) 
the climate, produtflions, manners, &c. 
muil be various. The Turks are general¬ 
ly robuftand well fhaped, of a good mien, 
and patient of hardlhips, which render 
them fit for war. They fhave gtheir 
heads ; but wear their beards long, except 
the military and thofe in the feraglio, who 
wear only whifkers. They cover their 
heads with a white linen turban of an 
enormous fize, and never pull it off but 
when they IV p. None but Turks muft 
prelume to wear a white turban. Their 
.breeches or drawers arc of a piece with 
their ftockings ; and they have flippers in* 
ftead of Ihocs, which they pull off when 
they enter a temple or houfc. They 
wear fliirts, wilh wide flteves, not gather¬ 
ed at the wrifls, and over them a veil tied 
with a fafh ; their up'per garment being a 
loofe gown, fomething ihorter than the 
veil. The women’s drefs pretty much re* 
fembles tint of the men ; only they have a 
ftiffentd cap with horns, fomething like a 
mitre, on their heads in flea d of a turban, 
and wear their hair flowing down. When 
they go abroad, they arc fo wrapped up, 
that their 'faces cannot be feen. The 
Turks lit, eat, and fleep, according to the 
cuflom of the caff, on lophas or cufhions, 
matrefles, and carpets. Rice is their moft 
general food, and coffee their common 
drink, Their moft ulual lalutation is to 
bow the head a little, laying the riglit-tfuid 
on their breads; but to perfons of rank 
they ftoop fo iowr as to touch the border of 
their veil. The women are kept under a 
rigorous confinement. They have gene¬ 
rally delicate fkins, Jregular features, black 
hair and eyes, with an admirable chefl.

Many of them are complete beauties. 
Their clcaulinef* is extraordinary ; for 
they bathe twice a-week, and differ not 
the Onaiiefl hair or the leaft toil to*c upon

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Jioir bodies. Ab to the qualities of their, 
minds, they are faid to want neither wit, 
vivacity, nor tenderaefs; and to be exceed-* 
higly amorous. It is no doubt for this rea- 
Jbn that the men never fuffer their wives 
faces to he fecn, not even by the deareft 
friend they have in the world. There is 
no need of much wit to behave one's felf 
Well here ; for a good mien and gravity 
fupply the place of merit in the eaft, and 
ffauch gaiety would fpoil all. Not that the 
Turks want wit ; but they fpeak little, and 
prick themfelves in fincerity and moclefty 
more than eloquence. The Turks ufe no 
unneceflary words, whereas the Greeks 
talk incefTantly. Though thefe two na¬ 
tions are bom under one climate, their 
tempers are more different than if they 
lived in the molt diftant countries. The 
Turks make profeffion of candour and 
faithfulnefs, and are a charitable good-na¬ 
tured people, jealoufy excepted, and very 
fober. On the other hand, they are ex¬ 
tremely proud, Infolent, fup«rftitious, and 
covetous. They are alfo much addi&ed 
to unnatural lulls; and defpife all other na¬ 
tions in general, efpccially thofc which are 
not of their religion. The common appel¬ 
lation, that they give the Chriftians is that 
of dogs. An uniformity runs through all 
the actions of the Turks, and they never 
change their manner of living. They feem 
to have no kind of genius for the improve¬ 
ment of the arts and fcienccs, though they 
live under the influence of the fame heaven, 
and polfefs the fame countries, as the an¬ 
cient Grecians did. They generally loiter 
away their time, cither among the women 
in the haram, or in fmoking or taking 
opium ; and though they herd together, 
you will obferve as little convtrfation 
among them as among fo many horfes 
in a liable. They feld6m travel, or ufe 
any extreife of rural fports ; and difeover 
little or no curiolity to difeover the fUte of 
thrir own, or any other country ; but Tur¬ 
key, after all, is not without men of parts, 
probity, and honour ; nor without bene* 
volent, liberal, converfible, ar d ingenious 
people. They behave very commendably / 
to their flaves and iervants, and frequently 
’better than the ChrLilians do to theirs. 
There are no hereditary governments or 
titles of nobility in Turkey ; and indeed 
the commonalty there enjoys the greateft 
liberty. ' Learning is at a very low ebb 
among the Turks; however, they have 
fome frhools, colleges, and academics ; but 
they are on a very different footing from 
thole' among us. Not many years fince a 
printing houfe was fet up atjConftantinopie, 
■where books of all kinds were allowed to 


be printed, except on matters of refly Ion, 
The moll ingemous MulTulmen en\p!v) 
themfelves in reading the Alcoran s i 
the commentators upon it, to which aim ft 
all their learning is confined. Some of t»,r*n 
amufe themfelves with poetry, in wtu n 
they are faid to fuceeed very well, and other 
Turks delight in Mufic. The whole T*ir- 
kifh army, regulars and irregulars, amoan:* 
to above 300,000 men. Befidcs the trje 
janifarks, or janifaries of the porte, and in 
a<flual pay, there are great numbers all 
over the empire, who precurc thtinfcb#* 
to be regiflered in this body, m order to 
be entitled to their privileges. The Ttrk- 
ifh navy is not fo confiderable as might be 
expe&cd in filch extenlive dominions, f.tu- 
ated on feveral feas, and abounding in com¬ 
modious harbours. By their neglech: y 
navigation and foreign commerce, tic 4 ' 
can never find failors to man a great Act: ; 
and t^ofe they have are unfkilful, as well a, 
their pilots and|officers. If they wmi’1 
apply themfelves to navigation, and roiU, 
the moft of their fituation and advantayc- 
they could not fail to become a very Jo.n> - 
dable maritime power. Their navy ge¬ 
nerally confifls of about 40 large fr.; r j , 
cxdufive of galleys. In time of war iUy 
hire or buy [merchant-fhips, and other* arc 
fent them from Algiers, 1 unis, and Tripoli.

Many parts of 
it are fruitful in com and wine, and pro¬ 
duce plenty of citrons, oranges, pome¬ 
granates, and other fruits. The inhabit¬ 
ants are dittinguifhed by their attachment 
to commerce, and have eftablilhed various 
nunu failures, particularly of filks, fluffs, 
tin hen ware, and gilt leather. They are 
mui-h vififed by'foreigners, on account of 
their politenrfs, and becaufi: the Italian 
knguige is here fpoken in its greateft pur- 
"y. This duchy is divided three 


parts; namely, the Florentine, the Wane, 
and the Sienefe. John Gallon, the lau 
duke of Tufcany, of the houfe of Medicis, 
died in 1737, without leaving any heirs 
male. By the treaty of London, 1718, 
the emperor of Germany, Charles VI, had 
promifed Tufcany, as a fief of the empire', 
to don Carlos, infant of Spain, as being 
the neareft male heir : but, in 1735, when 
the fovereignty of Naples and Sicily was 
confirmed to that prince, he was obliged 
to renounce his right to Tufcany, in fa¬ 
vour of Francis I, emperor of Germany, 
then duke of Lorrain, to whom it was 
ceded as an equivalent for that duchy, 
which he had given up to France. Flo¬ 
rence is the capital,

Of ihefe, Sion is ariflocratieal, and the 
others democraticah They are called 
dixains, becauie the Upper Vallais being 
divided into ieven, and the Lower into 
time diftridls, each divifion is a dixain, 
or tenth of the whole. The Vallais con¬ 
tains 100,000 inhabitants, who all profefs 
the Roman Catholic religion. The bifhop 


of Sk>n was formerly ahfolute forerclgr* 
over the greateft pait of the Valais ; but 
his authority is now limited. The inha¬ 
bitants of the Upper Vallais are much 
fubjefr to goiters, or large excrefcencc* 
from the throat, which often increafe to 
an enormous Gze ; idiocy alio remarkably, 
abounds among them ; and the lower ciai* 
are extremely indolent and dirty. From 
Mount Furca, its £ boundary, two vaft 
ranges of Alps iftclofe the Vallais. The* 

S chain feparates it from the Milauefe, 
Piedmont, and Savoy : the N divides it 
from the canton of Bern. A country en¬ 
tirely mclofed within high Alps, and 
filling of plains, elevated valUcs, 1 
lofty mountains, mull neccGurily exhibit 
a great variety of climates and profpefts. 
The produ&ions of the Vallais vary alfo 
according to its Angular divcrfity of cli¬ 
mates ; in confluence of w'hich, Mr. 
Coxe obferves, that Arawherries, cherries* 
plums, pears, and grapes (each the natural 
growth of the country) may be tailed i& 
the fame day. It has more than fuJEcien^ 
wine and com Tor interior coufuinption ; 
and a conGdcrable quantity of both are 
yearly exported } the foil in the midland 
and lower diftri&s being exceedingly rick 
aiftd fertile ; but in the more elevated 
parts, barley is the only grain that can be 
Cultivated with fuccels. There are -no 
manufactures of any confequence in the 
Vallais , and, indeed, the ignorance of di* 
people is no lefs remarkable than their 
indolence. * They are hardy and enterprL 
fing, grave, fevere to enemies, affible to 
ftrangers. 1

The number of people in the whole 
territories of the republic, is eftimated at 
■a,,500,000. 'Venice was once one of the 
moffc powerful tommercial and maritime 
ft at. ni in Europe. For this it was indebt¬ 
ed fi ft, to the monopoly of the com- 
mence of India ; the products of that 
country being conveyed, in the middle 
ages, up the Ferfian Gulf, the Euphrates, 
and the Tigris, as far as Bagdad ; thence 
by land, acrois the defert, to Palmyra;' 
and thence to the.Mediterranean ports: 
and, afterward, the fupplying of U15, cru- 
ladenfwith provifions and military Bores 
was an additional fource of wonderful 
opulence and power. The caufcs of the de¬ 
cline of Venice were the continual wars 
w ith the Bates of Italy, with the Hunga¬ 
rians, and their own rebellious fubjedisj 
w hich kept them employed fo that they 
had no Icifure to oppole the Turks, whole 
rapid advances ought to have alarmed all 
Europe. After the definuftion of the eaf- 
tern empire, the Tnr lea came more'im¬ 
mediately to interfere with the republic. 
Whatever valour might be fhown by the 
Venetians, or whatever fucceiTes they might 
boaft of, it is certain that the Turks ul¬ 
timately prevailed ; fo that for fometime 
it feemed fcarce pofiible to refill them. 
What contributed alfogreatly to the decline 
of the republic, was difeovery of a paflage 
by the Portuguefe to the Eaft Indies round 
the Cape of Good Hope in 1499. 
'I o this time the greatefl part of the £ 
India goods imported into Europe paifed 
thro' the hands of jhe Venetians; but as 
loon as ^he above mentioned difeovery took 
place, the carriage of India goods by the 
v. ay of Alexandria almoft entirely ceafecL 
All thefe caufes cooperating have reduced 
\ enice from a ftate of the higheft fplendour 
and importance in European politics, to 
comparative infignificaotc. The dedenfi- 
on of Venice did not, like that of Rome, 
proceed from the inertafe of luxury, or the 
revolt of their own armies in diiiant prov¬ 
inces, or from civil warsof any kind. Ven¬ 
ice has dwindled in power and impor¬ 
tance from caufes which could not be tore- 
ftrn, or guarded againit by human pru¬ 
dence although they had been forefeen. In 
protest htuauon^ then; is little proba- 
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bility of their attempting nfew conquefis { 
happy if they are allowed to remain inth* 
quiet pofleflion of what they liave. What¬ 
ever degree of licentiouihels may prevail 
among the Venetians, jealoufy, poiion, and 
the Ailetto have been long banilhed from 
their gallantry. The common people of 
Venice difplay fome qualities very rarely m 
be found in that fphere of life being remark¬ 
ably fober, obliging to firangers, and gen¬ 
tle with their intercourfe with each other. 
The Venetians arCvin general tall and wtJi 
made. They are a lively ingenious peo¬ 
ple, extravagantly fond of public atnufe- 
meftts, with an uncommon relilh for hu¬ 
mour, and yet more attached to the real 
enjoyments of life than to thole which de- 
pend'on ofientation and proceed froih va¬ 
nity. The women are of an ealy addrd% 
and have no averfion to cultivating am 
acquaintance with thofe ilrangers who are 
prefen ted to them by their relations, or 
have been properly recommended. 

Venice, a city of Italy, one of the 
moll celebrated in the world, and capital 
of a republic of the fame name, with 
a patriarchate, and a univerfity. 1$ 
Bands on 74 little .iflands in the gulf of 
Venice, llie approach to the city is 
marked by rows of Bakes on each fide, 
which direct veiltls of a certain burden, 
to avoid the {hallows. Thefe Ibaliows 
are a better defence than the ftrongefi for¬ 
tifications. On the approach of an ene¬ 
my's fleet, the Venetians have only to 
pull up the Bakes, and the enemy cam 
advance no further. Venice is lituate 
about five miles from the mainland, in a 
kind of laguna^ lakr, or fmaiier inner 
gulf, feparated from the large one, called 
the gull of Venice, by fome iflands, at a 
few miles difiance. Thefe iflands, in a 
great meaiure, break the iorce of the 
Adriatic Itorms, before they reach the 
laguna ; yet, in very high winds, the na¬ 
vigation of the lake is dangerous to gon¬ 
dolas, and fometimes the gondoliers do 
not truft thcmlclves even in the canals 
within the city. This is i^pt fo great an 
inconvenience as might be imagined ; for 
molt of the houfc* have a door opening 
upon a canal, and another communicating 
with the Itreet ; by means of which, and 
of tiic bridges, a perion may go to almoft 
any part of the city by land, as well a# 
by water. The number of the inhabit¬ 
ants is computed to be about i6o,oco. 
The lioufes are built on piles. The 
ftreets, in general, arc narrow ; and lo 
are the Canals, except the Great Canal, 
which is very broad and has a ferpentinc 
courfc through the middle of the city. 


There are above 500 bridge* over thefe 
■anala, the roofl famous of which is that 
called the Rialto. It is built about the 
middle of the great canal,, which divider 
Venice into two parts. It is of white mar- 
hle, and lias but one arch, in which its prin¬ 
cipal beauty confiils ; and is 90 feet irorn 
one extremity to the other. On this 
bridge arc two rowsot (hops, which divide 
it into three ftrects ; the largrit of which 
1 $ in the middle. The other bridge confilts 
only of one arch, and has no rails on each 
fide. The view from the Rialto is equal¬ 
ly, lively, and magnificent ; the Grand 
Canal covered by boats and gondolas, and 
flanked on each fide by magnificent pa* 
laces, churches and fpires. Except the 
Grand Canal, and the Canale Regio, all 
tfic others are narrow and mean ; lome of 
them have'no quays, and the water lite¬ 
rally wafhes the houl'es. The only place 
where a perfon can walk with eal'e and 
Jafety is in the Piazza di St. Marco ; a 
.kind of irregular quadrangle, formed by 
a number of buildings, all fingular in 
their kind.; namely, the Ducal Palace ; 
the churches of St. Mark and St. Gemi- 
niano j the Old and New Procuraties, 
a noble range of buildings, in which are 
the tnulcum, the public library, and nine 
large apartments belonging to the procura¬ 
tors of St. Mark. Ah tbefe building! are 
of marble. At the comer of the new pro- 
curatie, a little diilance from the church, 
Hands the fteeple of Su Mark ; a qua¬ 
drangular tower, about 300 ieet high- 
The patriarchal church of St. Mark, 
though one of the richeft and moil expen- 
five in the world, does not ltrike the eye 
vary much at firfb , The archite£lure is of 
» mixed kind, tnoftly Gothic; yet many 
of the pillars are of the Grecian orders. 
The trade of the city at prefent is far fhort 
of what it was lormerly. Their chief 
manufadlurcs are cloth : efpecially fcarlet, 
fiiks, gold and filver fluffs, brocades, vel¬ 
vets, and paper, of which, and wine, oil, 
fruit, fweetme&ts, anchovies, and fevcral 
forts of drugs ufed in phyfic and painting,, 
the experts are ftill confiderable. Venice 
lias neither walls, gatesj nor citadel, to de¬ 
fend it ; its fituation fupplying the want of 
all thefe. In the trealury of relic6 is the 
protocol!, or original manufeript, as they 
pretend, of St. Mark’s golpel: it is rarely 
jhown; jsiiil the writing, by lerrgth of time, 
19 lb defaced^ that the greatcit connoiflturs 
in manul’crrpts cannot determine whether 
it was wrote in Greek or Latin. Bclides

No houfes without 
the walls are allowed to be built nearer to 
the glacis than 600 yards ; fo that there is 
a circular field of that breadth all round the 
city, which has a beautiful and (alutary ef¬ 
fect- The fubur)» arc laid tc 


100,000 inhabitants; but they ate not nrxr 
fo populous, in proportion to their fize, 21 
the city, for many houfes have extend e 
gardens belonging to them. Many fami¬ 
lies who live during the winter within the 
fortifications, fptnd the fummer in the fob* 
urbs. This city has fix gates well delud¬ 
ed, and 12 walled baftions, with ftror.g 
ravel’mes. The ftreets in general are nar¬ 
row, and the houfes high. Some of the 
public buildings are magnificent: the chief 
of them are the Imperial Palace, the I ib- 
rary, and the Mufeum ; the palaces of the 
princes Lichtenftein* Eugene, Ibc. Xit nr.a 
was ineffectually befieged by the Turks \v 
1589 and 1683. At the latter period, the 
fiege was raifed by John Sobiefki, king :f 
Poland, who totally defeated the Turlrifc 
army before the walls of this place. The 
cathedral is built of ffeeftone, and the 
fteeple is 447 feet high. Joining to this 
church is the archbi&op’s palace, the front 
of which is very fine. The uiuverfity h-i 
feveral thouland ftudents, who, when this 
city was befieged, mounted guard, as they 
did alfo in 1741. The archducal library u 
much frequented by foreigners as it cor.* 
tains above 100,000 printed books, auJ 
10,000 manuferipts. There are alfo tw< 
remarkable columns, of which one U ei!« 
led the conception of the immaculate Vir¬ 
gin, and the other St. Trinity, which o-i! 
300,000 florins. It is 66 feet high, in tv 
form of a triangular pyramid, on the u\ 
of which are three figures of gilt brniizc, 
reprefenting the trinity. The archrf^- 
treafury, and a cabinet of curiofitics oft:' 
houfe of Auftria, are as great rarities a* ir* 
in the world. Leopolftadt is one ot t r t 
fuburbs, and feated on an ifland, for¬ 
med by the Danube ; here the Jews d« < 
formerly, but they were banifbed in 16-r, 
and the fuburb turned into a church. There 
is a fort of harbour on the Danube, where 
are magazines of naval ftores, and 
have been fitted out to ferve on that rive 
againft the Turks.

Ukraine, a large country of Europe, 
lying on the borders of Turkey in Europe, 
Poland, Ruflia, and Little Tartary, Its 
name properly fignifies a frontier. By a 
treaty between Ruflia and Poland in 1693, 
the latter remained in pofleflion of all that 
part of the Ukraine lying on the W fide of 
the river Dnieper, which is but indifferently 
cultivated ; while the country on the E 
fide, inhabited by the Coffacs, is in much 
better condition. The Ruffian part is 
comprifed in the government of Kiof ; and 
. the emprefs of Ruflia having obtained the 
Polilh palatinate of Kiof, by the treaty of 
► partition in 1793, the whole of the Ukraine 
on both Tides the Dnieper, belongs now to 
that ambitious and formidable power. The 
principal town is JCiof. See Cossacs.

Ulm, a free imperial city of Germany* 
in the circle of Suabia, and the chief of that 
order in the circle, where the archives 
thereof are depofited. It is fortified ; and 
is feated on the Danube, where it receives 
the flier, with a handfome bridge over the 
former. Here is a good college; and in 
the cathedral, which is a handfome ftruc- 
ture, are 63 copper veffels foil of water, 
ready for the extinguifiiing of fire. The 
inhabitants are proteftanta, and have a 
good trade in line«% foilians, hardware, 
and wool. The duke of Bavaria took 
it in 170a, by ftratagem, but furrendered 
it after the battle of Blenheim* It was tak¬ 
en by the French, in 1796 ; but they were 
obliged to abandon it the lame month. 
Upon theconclufionof an armiftice between 
the French and Auftrians in 1800, it was 
delivered up as an hoftage to the French, 
who perfidioufly and contrary to agreement, 
demolilhed the fortifications. It is -6 
miles W of Auglburg, 47 SE ofStutgard, 
and 63 N of Munich.

150 miles from N to S, and 100 from E 
to W. They^re bounded on the W and 
N by the Grrman Ocean, on* the S by 
Brabant and the bifhopric of Liege, and 


on the E by Germany* The£ rank fo the 
following order ? Gueld/erland, Holland, 
Zealand, Utrecht, Friefland, Overyflel, 
and Groningen. Betides thefe provinces, 
are the buds of the Generality (including 
1 Dutch Brabant, Flanders, and Limburg) 
in which are the towns of Bois-le-Duc, 
Breda, Bergen-op-Zoom, Maeftricht, 
Venlo, Sluys, and Hulft. The feven 
United Provinces being in great part fur- 
rounded by the fea, lying low, and abound¬ 
ing in marlhcs, have a damp and unwhole- 
fome air. Rains and fogs are frequent; 
and the gout, feurvy, rheumatifm, and ' 
agues, very common and difficult of cure. 
The effetfts of human indufbry here are 
wonderful in the dykes and dams ere&bd 
for defending the country again# the in¬ 
undations of the fea, and in ditches, canals, 
mills, and iluiccs, for draining the marfhes. 
The quantity of grain produced is not 
fufficient for home confumption j hut the 
paftures, in the marihes are fo rich, that 
they can fpare * great deal of butter and 
checfe for exportation. They have alfo 
a good breed o( Ihcep, whofe wool is high¬ 
ly valued. Their turf, madder, tobacco, 
fomc frp it, and iron j but all the pit-coal 
and timber ufed in this country, and in¬ 
deed molt of the necedaries of life, are im¬ 
ported. All the provinces either lie upon* 
or communicate with the'North Sea, by 
means of that called the Zuydcr, or South 
Sea ; which was formed partly by the 
Rhine’s right branch, then increafed by 
the Vecht, which has now another outlet, 
overflowing the low fwampy grounds 
through which it polled ; and partly by the 
fea. In the 13th century, breaking in, 
and overflowing a large tra<# of ground 
contiguous to that before kid under water 
by the Rhine. The principal rivers are 
the Rhine, theMeufe, the Scheld, and the 
Vecht. There are many fmaller rivers 
that join thtfe, and a vail number of ca¬ 
nals j yet there are few good harbours % 
the provinces. The belt are thofe of Rot¬ 
terdam, Iielvoe and Flu tiling. As 
to the harbour of Amfterdam, it is indeed 
one of the largelt and fafelt in Europe 5 
but there is a bar at the entrance of it, over 
which large veflels cannot pals without 
being lightened or unloaded. There aye 
no mountains in thefe provinces ; and the 
only 4ke, properly fo called, is that of 
Haerlem. The provinces are extremely 
well cultivated, and very populous ; Spe¬ 
cially that of Holland, which, in this rc- 
fpeft, perhaps has not its equal in the uni- 
verfe. The towns are very agreeable, be- 
1 ' ' kept clean, and having cAnals in the 
4dle of the its, planted with trees. 
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The Dumber of inhabitants is computed at 
?,ooo,ooc. The animals here are much 
the fame as m England ; hut their borCes 
and horned cattle are of a Larger fpe. 
Storks build and hatch on their d ; 

but, being birds of pafiage, they leave the 
country about the middle of Augnft, with 
their young, and return the February fob*. 
Ipwing. ft is faitf there are fotne wild 
.boarsand wolves here ; and that neither 
oyfters nor herrings are to bp found upon 
the coaft: but of other fifh they have the 
feveral i'orts, both in thjeir feas and rivers* 
that We have in Britain, The eftabliffied 
Religion here before the Revolution was. 
tjhe Prdbyteriau, or Calvinifra : none but 
Frefbyterians were admitted into any office 
or poll in the government* excepting the 
Rrmy ; all religions and fe<ft% however* 
^pre tolerated, and had their refpedive 
meetings or aflemblies for public worffiip, 
among which the PapiAs and Jews were, 
very numerous. Since the late alliance 
With France, no particular religion is efta*, 
blifhed ; and the phlegmatic Dutch have 
drunk deep of the cup of infidelity, mixed 
by their new and volatile allies. With re¬ 
gard to the commerce of this country ^ their 
Eaft India company had. the monopoly of 
the fine fpices for more than loo yean, and 
was long the mo ft opulent and powerful of 
any in’ the world. Though the country 
frfdf produces very few things, yet aJlmsft 
^11 the produdls and commodities of the 
globe may be found here, nearly as cheap 
^3 in the countries where they arc made or 
produced. A vaft variety of manufa&ures 
are carried on in the provinces, and with 
extraordinary (kill and diligence; and a 
great number pf hands are employed, and 
much wealth acquired, by the herring, cod, 
and whale fiiheries. No nation has equal¬ 
led them in the curing of herrings ; thole 
pured at Glafgow, in Scotland, are thought 
to come neared to them. About 150 faiL 
Were annualyemployed in the whale filhery 
and about 200 in the herring. The pro¬ 
fits of the latter, in a good year, after all 
dedmftions, were thought to amount to 
aoQ,Goo Holland Guilders. The princi¬ 
pal manufactures here are thnfc of linen, 
paper, and earthen ware of all forts. Ship¬ 
building alfo employed vaft numbers of 
bands. The trade of this country, how¬ 
ever upon the whole, has long been de¬ 
clining ; owing partly to a define of their 
ancient paifimony and induftry ; but chief. 
Ly to the improvement of manuiariures, 
trade, and navigation, in other countries, 
and at prefent (i8oo)ia almoft annihilated. 
As to the character of the Dutch,the boors 
or Wbaadmcn are induftrious enoughs 


but heavy, and (fowf of uqdsrfbttdmgw 
■The frarptn are a plain, blunt, bi£ 
rough, furly, and ill-mannered fort of peo¬ 
ple. Their tradefmen are fonwthisg 
fharpef, and make ufo of all their fuff ta 
take advantage of thole tbfey deal with. 
Eyer)' rials of men is extremely, frugal. 
All appetites ami paffioss run lodper md, 
cooler here than in other countries, avarice, 
excepted* Quarrels are very rare, revenge 
is foldow heard of; and jeafoqfy frajrcdy 
ever known- It is. very uncommon illf 
any of them to be really ip, 
pretend to it; nor do the. women fcem to 
care whether they arc or not. Reopk-cowr.

mafter, or the maid from the miftrefifc 
fuch liberties do they allow their (ervaAt% 
or rather are obliged to ajlow thews; for 
they may not be ftryck or corroded by 
them, but the difpme muft be left to the.

The gyeu 
are addidyd to drinking, which fome thirds 
neceftary in tins foggy air, both for their 
hearth and the improvement of their ub* 
derftandings. Amon^ their diverfiaus* 
that of (halting in winter is owe of the- 
chief.

The Dutch are remarkable for their dean* 
linefs ; nothing can exceed the noatnefraf 
their houfes, towns, and villages.

So far from bring £o inured to the cold, 
by going invariably naked, as to be inftnfi* 
blc to the injuries of the weather, the 
cnlonifls had repeated opportunities of 
feting them lhivcring with cold in tbe 
winter, or huddling together in heaps in 
their huts, or in caverns, till a fire could 
be kindled to warm them. It is proba* 
bie, however, notwithflanding their ex¬ 
treme harbarifro, that feme knowledge of 
the arts may be introduced among them, 
as fome have been feen attentively con- 
fid ering the utenfils and conveniences of 
the Europeans, with a view fecmingly, of 
making fimilar improvements. In fome 
tilings alfo they pofleft a great power of 
imitation ; they can imitate lie longs and 
.jnguage of the Europeans almoft inftan- 
tineoufly, much better than the latter can 
imitate theirs by long practice; and this 
talent » difcernable in their iculptures, 
every where to be met with on the rocks ; 
thefe reprefent men and other animals, 
and, though rtide, are very furprifmg for 
people who have not the knowledge of 
ronlkru&ing a comfortable habitation, or 
■ •f making clothes. In perfon, they are 
ad ive, vigorous, and flout, though gene¬ 
rally lean- The women have fometimes 
been kept back with the moil jealous ftn- 
lliry^ fometimes offered wkh the great¬ 
est familiarity. Such of them as have 
K*en feen have foft and pleating voices ; 
..ml iecm.notto be deftitute of modefly. 
The men difplay great perfonal bravery 
• •a the appearance of any danger; but, 


has been cxercifed ^cnly on fbme feif 
flraggling convidts, moft of whom, proba¬ 
bly have been the aggreflors. They cer¬ 
tainly burn their dead ; which, perhaps^ 
has given rife to the ftory of their being 
cannibals. They feem very little given t a 
thieving, in companion with the mhabi-- 
taitts of moft of the iflands in the South¬ 
ern Ocean ; and they are very honefl 
among themftl ves, leaving their fpears awl 
other implements on the beach, «* petfedl 
fccurity of their remaining untouched# 
They are very expert at tl 
javelrasy and will hit a mark, wttli 
certainty, at a considerable diftance. They 
are more numerous than was at firfl ima¬ 
gined ; though ftill .their .numbers muft 
be accounted few, in comparifon to the 
extent of the country ; and there is reafon 
to believe that the interior parts are unin¬ 
habited. With regard to the civil jnrif- 
didiiac of tbe governor of New S Wales, 
it extends from 43 49 to to 37 S ht.

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lubrity, .and ty, by. any in tbe world. 
This "territory, which is called Cofhmbia, 
lies partly e ftate of Virginia, and 
partly in "that of Maryland, and was ceded 
by thofe ttoo Hate# to the United States of 
America, and by them eftablifhed tti he the 
frat of government, after the year 1800. 
The plan combines not only convenience, 
regularity, elegance of -profpeA, and a fret! 
circulation of air, but every thitig grand 
and beautiful that can be introduced into 
a city. It is divided into fquares or grand 
divifions ? by Breams running due N and 
S, and E and W, which form the ground¬ 
work of the plan. However, from the ca¬ 
pital, the prefident’s houfe, and feme of the 
important areas in the city, run diagonal 
ftreets, from one material objeft to ano¬ 
ther, which not only produce a great varie¬ 
ty of charming profpedfs, hut remove the 
inlipid famenefs which tenders fome othyr 
great cities unpleafmg.—They were devif- 
ed, to conned the feparate and moft diftant 
objefls with the principal, and to preferve 
through the whole a reciprocity of fight. 
Thcfe great leading ftreets arc all 160 feet 
Wide, including a pavement of 10 feet, and 
a gravel walk of 30 feet, planted with trees 
on each fide, which will leave 80 feet of 
paved ftpeet for‘Carriages. The feft of 
the ftreets art, in general, no feet wide, 
with a few ordy 90 leet, except North, 

' South, and Eaft Capitol Streets, which are 
j6c feet. The diagonal ftreets arc named 
ifter the rerpe&ive ftates competing the 
Union, while thofe winning N ami S are, 
from the capital eaftwnrd, named Eaft 
Firft Street, Eaft Second Street, Ac. ant! 
f ofe Wof it are, in the fame manner, cal¬ 
led Weft Firft Street,'Weft Second Street, 
&c. » Thofe running E and W are, from 
the capitol northward, named North A 
Street, North B Street, Ac. and thofe S of 
it arc called South A Street, South B 
Street, &c. The fquares or divifions of 
the city amount to 1150. The rectangu¬ 
lar fquarca generally contain from-three 
\o fix acres, and are drnded into lots of 
From 40 to 80 feet in front, and their depth 
from about nc to 300 feet, according to 
‘the fixe of the fqoare. The irregular divi- 
fions produced by the diagonal ftreets are 
Tome of th-m frrialU but generally in.va- 
' luahle fituations. * Their acute points are 
to be cut off at 4c feet, fb that no houfe 
in the city will have an acute corner. All 
the houils mnfi be of brick-or ftone. The 
area fer the capitol (or houfe for the legt- 
ilative bodies) is fituated upon the moft 
beautiful eminence in the city, about a mile 
front the m branch, and not much 
more fiom the Potomac, commanding a 
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foil view of every part of the city, as well 
as a coiifiderable extent of the todrifcry 
around. The prefidtent's houfe wiH fluid 
upon a rifing ground, not far from the 
banks of the Potonnc, pOlfeffing t defight* 
fol water profpeiVwith a cmrnnautiing 
view of the capital, and fome other mate-' 
rial parts of the erty. Due S from t ht 
prefideDt’s houfe, and due W from the ca¬ 
pital, run two great pleafofe parks or 
malls, which interfedf and terminate upon 
the banks of the Potomac, and are to he op* 
namented at the tides by a variety of ele¬ 
gant buildings, honfes for foreign Jnjpiftm* 
Ac. Interfperfed through the city, where 
the moft material ftreets crcfs each other* 
are a variety of open areas, formed In va¬ 
rious regular figures, which in great ctries 
are ejttremely ufeiui and ornamental. Fifr 
teenVft the beft of thefe areas are to be ap¬ 
propriated to the different ftates competing 
the Union : not only to bear their refpet* 
tive names, but as proper places for them 
to erc& ftatues, obelttks,or columns, to the 
memory of their favourite eminent men. 
Upon a fmall eminence, where a line d 
W from the capitol, and due S from iji# 
prefident’s hbilfe, would interfedl* is to be 
eretfted an equeftrian fhtue of genera! 
Wafhington, late nrefident of the United 
Slates, Proper places are marked out for 
other public buildings; as a marine he#* 
pital, with its gardens; a general exchange* 
and its public walks ; a fort, magazine* 
and arfenals; a city hall, churches, cob 
leges, market houfes, theatres, Ac. The 
prefident of the United' States, in locating 
the feat of the city, prevailed upon the pm? 
prietors of the foil to cede a certain portion 
of the lots in every fituation, to be fold by 
his direction, and the proceeds to be 1‘okly 
applied to the public buildings, and other 
works of pubfic utility within the city. 
This grant will produce about 15,000 loti, 
and will be fufficient, not only toered the 
public buddings, but to dig a canal, canduA 
water thro’ the city, and to pave andlight 
the ftreets, which will fave a heavy 
that arifes in other cities* and .confequently 
render the lots eonfiderahly more vafuablr. 
The Eaft era Branch of the Potomac a 
one of the fafeft and moft comnuxhoo* 
harbours in America, being .fufficientlf 
deep for the largcft ftiips, for about fouf 
miles above its mouth ; while the channel 
lies dole along tie edge of the chy, and 
is abundantly capacious.—This river con¬ 
tains 30 and 35 feet to near the up¬ 
per end ®F the city, where it is 18 and 
20 feet deep. The city being fituated flp<*

land, by means cf the Potomac, the Snan- 
mndoah, the South Branch, Opecan, Cape 
Capon, Patterfon’s Creek, Conoochegye, 
ami Monocafey, for upwards of zoo miles 
though one of the mofl healthy, plealant, 
and fertile regions in America, producing*' 
in vail abundance, tobacco of fuperior 
quality, hemp, Indian com, \yhcat, and 
other finall grain, with fruit and vegeta¬ 
bles peculiar to America, in vail abun¬ 
dance. The lands upon the Potomac, 
above the city of Wafhington, all around 
it, and for fixty miles below, are high and 
dry, abounding witli innumerable fprings 
of excellent water, jmd well covered with 
large timber of various kinds.

The liberties of Weft-, 
minder contain the feveral pariffies of Sn 
Martin in the Fields, St. James’s, St. 
Anne, St. Paul, Covent Garden, St. Mary 
le Strand, St..Clement, Danes, St. George, 
Hanover Square, and the prccirtdl of the 
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Savoy. The government, both of thje city 
and liberties, is under the jurifdl$&m of 
the dean and chapter of Wcftmmller, in 
civil as well as eccleluftical.^ffairs ; and 
their 'authority extends to the precindl of 
St. Martin le Grand, by Newg^tc-ftreet, 
awl iu Tome towns of Effcx, that are ex¬ 
empted from the jurifdhftion of the bifhop 
of London and the archbifhop of Canter- 
' bury ; but the management of the civil 
part has s ever fince the Reformation, been 
m the hands of laymen, ctafled from time 
tb time, and confirmed by the dean and 
chapter. See London. 

W e s t m o r e l a n d, a county of England, 
cnclofed between thofe of Cumberland, 
York, and Lane after; the firft bounding it. 
on the N and N W ; the fecond on the E ; 
and the Lift on the S and SW. It has the 
natural boundaries of lakes, flrearos, and 
mountains, almoft every where except to 
the S, where it fmks unc[iftinguifhably into 
Lancashire. From the fea it is excluded 
by the detached part of Lancashire ; and 
i nly juft touches upon the bottom of that 
wide Tandy wafh which feparates the two 
parts of that county. Its fliape is fo irre¬ 
gularly angular, fomewhat refemblmg that 
Of a vine-leaf. Its fize is lefs than Of the 
other northern counties ; * yet, in its great- 
length and breadth, it meafures about 
forty miles. The name of this county is 
deferiptive of its nature. It Is the wer# 

’ tftoor-land; a region of lofty mountains, 
naked hills, and black barren moors, which 
here, as well as In Cumberland, are alfo 
called fdh. The vallics in which the 
rivers run are tolerably ftrtile ; and in the 
north-eaftern quarter there is a conliderablc 
tra< 5 f of cultivated plain.

W hidah, a kingdom of Guinea, on 
the Slave Coaft, extending about jo miles 
along the Atlantic, under 6 29 N lat. It 
is a very populous country, and very well 
furnifhed with large villages ; and there 
are io many fmall ones, that they are not 
above q. mufquet fliot from each other. The 
houfes are luiall, and round at the top, 
and encompalled with mud walls or 
hedges, together with a great number of 
all forts of beautiful and lofty trees, yrhich 
afford the moft beautiful profpeft in the 
world ; infomuch thatthofc that have been 
here reprefent it as a perfcdl Paradife. 
The fields arc always green, and they cul¬ 
tivate beaus, potatoes, and fruits ; nor will 
the negroes here let a foot of ground re¬ 
main unculti\ ated. Bolides, they fow 
again the very next day after they have 
reaped. The inhabitants are. greatly civi¬ 
lized and very rcipe&ful to each other ; 
especially to their luperiors, and they are 
alio lb induflrious, that even the women 
are never idle. Tliele brew the beer, drefs 
the victuals, and fell ail forts of commodi¬ 
ties at the market. Thofe that are rich 
employ their wives and Haves in tilling 
the land, and they carry on a conliderabl*; 
trade w ith the product as well as in Haves ; 
for fome of them are able to deliver 1000 
of the latter every month. The chief men 
have generally 40 01*50 wives, the princi-* 
pal captains 3 or 400, and the king 4 or 
5000. However, they are extremely jeal¬ 
ous, and, on the leaf! fufpiciou, will fell- 
tliem to the Europeans for Haves. If any 
one happens to touch the king’s wives ac- 
cidentally, he is doomed, to perpetual 
llavery. This being voiifidcred, it is no 
wonder that the women are not fond of 
being the king’s wives ; nay, fome of tfem . 
will prefer a fpeedy death to futh a mifer- 
able lile. The king feu little value upon 
his daughters, for he will d II pole of them 
to the factors of the Englilh company, 
or the mailers of flips that come there. 
They live in a manner byguef* 4 for.thcy 
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have no fcftivals nor diftm&ion of dap, 
hours, weeks, months, or years. The 
cuftom of circumcifion is ufed herb ; but 
they are not able to tel! why they nfe h, 
nor from whence it is derived. They are 
fuch great gameftfcrs, that they will ftake 
till they have at t play, not excepting their 
wives and children. Their religion is very 
firperftitious ; far they have vaft number of 
idofa j and they deify the moft contemp¬ 
tible animal that they .lee firft in a morn¬ 
ing, not excepting even flocks and (tones. 
However, they have a principal regard for 
foakes, very high trees, and the fca. An 
Engliih fador new come -over, found a 
iiijlif in the houfe belonging to the fac¬ 
tory, and killed it without the leaft feru- 
ple i which fo incenfed the negroes, that 
they were for revenging the death of the 
fhake, not only upon him that killed it; but 
upon the whole factory ; but by the 
foree of prefents, and the interpofition of 
the people of the other factories, this affair 
was made up, and the fnake honourably 
interred. However, to prevent, the like 
accidents, they give them warning not to 
do Ac like for the future. With regard 
to the animals, they have oxen, cows, 
goats, flicep, and hogs, as Well as. tame 
fowls * fuch as turkies, ducks, and 
which laft arc extremely plenty. There 
are many wild beads within land, fuch as 
elephants, buffaloes, tigers, feveral kinds 
of deer, and a fort of hares, with feveral 
uncommon animals, which we have not 
room to deferibe. The fruits are citrons, 
lemons, oranges, bananoes, tamarinds, avid 
feveral others; and they have vaft num¬ 
bers of palm-trees, from which they get 
their wine. All Ae common people go 
naked here, as m other parts of Guinea, 
only they have a doth or clout to cover 
their nakednds. Their trade confifted 
of flaves, elephants teetji, wax, and honey/ 
The Engliih factory is aoo miles E of 
Cape Coaft Caftie, within land. Bows, 
arrows, beautiful affagays, and clubs, are 
the principal weapons of t;be nation. 
Xavier, or Sabi, is the capital. 

Whitby, a Seaport in the N riding of 
YorkJhire, with a market on Saturday, 
ieated near the mouth of the Eft.

Yarmouth, a borough in Norfolk, 
with a market on Wedne&iay and Satur¬ 
day. It i» feated at the mouth of thq 
Yare, and has long been known as one of- 
the principal fca-ports in England ; and 
though from the fluctuation of trade fever 
ral newer ones have outftripped it in butt- 
nett, it ttlll retains coufidcrable con£> 
quencc in its double capacity of a port ant| 
a foiling town. By means of ks rivers it 
enjoys all the import and export trade of 
Norwich, and various places on that fider 
of Norfolk and Suffolk. To them it con¬ 
veys coal, timber, and foreign products ; 
and by its oneans are exported their corn 
aid malt in vatt quantities, and their ma- 
nufa&ored goods. Its harbour will not 
admit (hips of large burden, but is ex¬ 
tremely convenient for bufind’s, the vettels 
lying in the river along a yery extenfivc 
and beautiful quay. The foreign trade of 
this port is chiefly to the Baltic, Holland,, 
Portugal, and the Mediterranean. It affix 
faad§ ihips to the Greenland fiihery. The 
home iihiaff is carried on at two ieafona * 
that for mackriel in May and Junfc and 

- 
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that for herring in ■ October and Novem* 
ber. The latter is the moft cotifidcrable ; 
and, befides the boats belonging to the 
town, many cobles from the Yorkshire 
coaft, hired for the purpofe, are employed 
in it, Yarmouth is much frequented in the 
feafon as a place for fea-bathing. It is go¬ 
verned by a mayor, and fends two mem¬ 
bers to parliament. The market place is 
very fpacious ; but the ftreets, in general 
are very narrow, and juft wide enough 
for their little carriages to pafs'through. 
Thefe carriages arc a kind of fledge, 
drawn by one horfe, and calculated intire- 
ly for thefe narrow ftreets. Here arc two 
churches ; that of St. Nicholas has a lofty 
fteeple, which lerves as a feamark, and' 
which ever way it is viewed, it appears 
crooked. Off the mouth of the harbour 
is a bar, which prevents the entry of fhips 
of large burden ; and the many fandbanks 
off theioaft, at a diftance, form the Yar¬ 
mouth Roads, fo noted for frequent fhip- 
wrecks. Yarmouth is a 7 miles E of Nor¬ 
wich, and 11a NE of London.

Yo*ne, a department of France, con¬ 
taining part of the late province of bur¬ 
gundy. It is fo called from a river tlur 
riles in the department of Nievrt, and 
palling by Chateau Chinon, Ctimeu, A»j- 
xerre, Joiguy, and Sens, falls into Vit 
Seine. Auxerre is the capital. 

4imAN, a province of Guiara, 
about jjo miles in length, on the riwr 
Amazon. 

York, a city, the capital of Yock- 
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Ihire, whh an archhifiiop’s Tee, and a 
market on Tuefday, Thursday, and Satur¬ 
day. It is the Eboracum of the Romans* 
and many of their coffins* urns, coins* 
&<:• have been found here. It has always 
been confideipd as the capital of the 
North, and, in point of rank, as the fe- 
cond city in the kingdom : and, although 
it is now furpafled in wealth and populouf- 
ncfs by many of tlic more modem trading 
towns, it Aill fupports a confiderable de- 
grte of con/equcnce, and is the refidence 
of many genteel families- The cathedral 
of St. reies* generally called the minder, 
is reckoned the inoft elegant and magnifi¬ 
cent Gothic firu<Aure in the kingdom, 
Lincoln perhaps excepted. From its top 
is feena vail extent of country, particularly 
rhe open Woulds to the E, firetching al- 
noll to the fea. Befides this cathedral, 
York contains 17 churches in ufe. It is 
divided by the Oufe into two parts, which 
arc united by a ftone bridge of five arches, 
and the river is navigable to this city for 
xdTcls of 70 tons burden, although it is 60 
miles from the fca. Its cattle built by 
William the Conqueror, is now a county 
prilbn fisr debtors and felons. This city, 
which Is a liberty independent of either of 
the ridings, has jurifdidtion over 36 villages 
and hamlets W of the Oufe, called the 
Liberty of A indy. It is divided into four 
wards, has a8 parifhes, and is walled 
round. There wa? a great trade here for¬ 
merly ; but it has decayed fmee the refor¬ 
mation, and the abolition of the court of 
die preGdent of the north. The plenty 
and cheapnefs of provifions here brings 
abundance of {hungers hither for the con- 
vcrncncy of boarding ; and the remains that 
-are fid! to be feen here, of the ingenuity 
<3 iid grandeur of the old Romans, befides 
The ruins of abbeys, caflles, and churches, 
nf a later date, attra& and detain every 
traveller who U inquifitive after antiquities 
or curiofities. It is a dukedom belonging 
to the royal family of England. The 
guildhall, built in 1446* is a grand ftruc- 
: ire, iupported by two rows of oak pillars, 
»nch pillar, a fmglc tree. The corpora- 
ion built a manfion houle, in 1728, for 

• he lord mayor : and here is alfo a theatre 
.*.yal, and an afylum for lunatics. York

Yo&kshixe, a county of England, 
»ul>le in fize to any of die other ; bound- 
r U on the N by Durham and Wcflmore- 
j. nd ; on the E by the German Ocean : 
11 the W by Weftmoreland and Lanca- 
*. 1 re ; and on the S by the counties of 
- Letter, Derby, Nottingham, and Lin* 
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coin. Its moil remarkable natural inland 
bound iries are, the river Tees to the N, 
the ridge of hills called the Engliih Apen¬ 
nines to the W, and the arm of the fea 
named the Humber to the SW. The 
length of this county is above eighty miles, 
and its breadth an hundred. From its 
great extent it has been dlftributed into 
three main divifions, called Ridings, Of 
thefe the N Riding cotnprehends the whole 
northern part from fide to fide, defending 
to the capital in the centre: the E Riding 
takes the fouth-cafiem part, from the river 

Oufe to the lea; and the W Riding com. 

prifes all k the reft of the county, which is not 
only the wefttm, but moil of the fouthern 
part, Yorkihire, in this wide compafs, 
contains an abflra<£l of the whole kingdom 
with refpedl to foil, products, and face of 
country. Towards the N\V and W it 
pofiefles all the ^grandeur and romantic 
variety of the mountainous regions. The 
middle part, from N to S, Is equal in fer¬ 
tility to moft trails of land in England. 
Part of the S and SE is marlhy,^ and af¬ 
fords excellent pafiurage for cattle. Much 
flax is gr^wn in parts of this diflridl. The 
fea-coafl, except the fouthern part of it, is 
in general naked and dreary, confining of 
wide extended moors and barren hills. 
This county is extremely well watered, 
and its rivers are difpofed in a Angularly 
beautiful manner. They rife, in general, 
in the mountainous flrirts of the county, 
frodl the NE round to the SW ; and, 
uniting as they proceed towards its centre, 
like the veins of a fpreading leaf, at length 
terminate in one main trunk, which iflues 
in the Humber. Of thefe the principal, 
and that which alone preferves its name to 
the Humber, is the Northern Oufe. From 
the mouth of the Tecs the Yorkfhire coafl 
commences high and rude, interfperfed 
with many filhing villages, Angularly 
placed like nefls upon the ledges of the 
rocks. No coaft in England ^bounds 
more in fifli of various kinds than this ; and 
it breeds an induflrious and hardy race of 
fifhtrmen, who purfue their prey to great 
diilanccs, and fupply the inland country 
for a large extent. The diftritfl of Cleve¬ 
land, inland from this part of the coafl, is a 
fertile, though mountainous country, and 
breeds great numbers of cattle. The worft 
parts breed lean cattle ; but, on the fide* 
of the bills, in the vallies and plains, it pro¬ 
duces good com, and rich paftures foi* large 
cattle. Richmondfhire, on the NW of 
this riding, was formerly a county of it- 
felf : here many lead mines are worked to 
great advantage. In Yorkfhire likewewife 
are the diflridts of Cleveland, Holdeniefs, 
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and Craven. Tn thin lafl diflrhft are two 
of the higheft hills in England ; the one 
named Warn fide, the other Inglcborough. 
The principal rivers are the Oufe, Don, 
Derwent, Calder, Aire, Warf, Nidd Ure, 
and Hull, all which terminate in the Hum¬ 
ber, which falls into the German Ocean, 
between Yorkfhire and Lincolnfhire. 

York, a town of Pennfylvania, capital 
of a county of the fame name. It is 88 
miles W of Philadelphia.

York, a town of the United States in N 
America. It is 75 miles NNE of Bofton*

York, New, one of the United States 
of America, bounded on the SF. by the 
Atlantic Ocean $ on the E by Connecticut, 
Mafiarhufets, and Vermont j on the N by 
the 45 0 of lat. which divides it from 
Canada ; on the NW by the river St. Law¬ 
rence, and the lakes Ontario and Eric ; and 
on the SW and S by Pennfylvania and 
New Jerfey. It is 750 miles long and 300 
broad, and is divided into 13 counties, con¬ 
taining 44,000 fquare miles. New York, 
in general, is interfered by /idges of 
mountains running in a NE and SW direc¬ 
tion- Beyond the Allegany mountains, 
however, the country is cjuite level, of a 
fine rich foil, covered in its natural ft ate, 
with various kinds of trees. Eaft of the 
Allegany mountains, the country is broken 
into hills with rich intervening valljps. 
The hills arc clothed thick with timber, 
and when cleared afford fine pafture. The 
, vallies, when cultivated, produce wheat, 
hemp, Jndian com, &c. The hills are. 
covered in various parts of the ftate, with 
feverai kinds of oak, fuch as white, red, 
yellow, black and chefnut oak. Befides 
thefe is the fumach, which hears cluftcrs of 
red berries; the Indians chew the leaves 
inftead of tobacco; the berries are ufed 
in dyes. Of the commodities produced 
from culture, wheat is the ftaple, of which 
immenie quantities are railed, and export¬ 
ed. Indian corn and peas are likewise 
raifed for exportation; and rye, oats, bar¬ 
ley, Ac. for home confumption. In fome 
parti of the Bate large dairies are kept, 
which fumifh for the market butter and 
cheek. The be ft lands in -this ftate, 
which lie along the Mohawks river, and 
W of the Allegany mountains, are yet in a 
ftate of nature, or are juft beginning to be 
fettled. This ftate abounds with feverai 
fine rivers and lakes. 

York, New, a city of the United 
States, capital of a ftate of the fame 
name ; and fo long as it continues to be 
the feat of the general governments muft 
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be cofifidered as capital oFthe United Statre. 
It ftands on the SW point, of an ifbnd, at 
the confluence of the Hudfon and £ Rmr. 
The principal part of the city lies on tbc E 
fide of the ifland, although the building 
extend from ohc river to tht other. The 
length of the chy on E river is about two 
miles, but falls much fhort of that difhnce 
on the banks of the Hudfon. Itft breadth, 
on an average, h nearly three-fotnths of 
mile ; and its circumference may be four 
miles. The fituation of the. city is both 
healthy and pleafhnt. Surrounded 00 all 
fldes by water, it ij» refrefhed with cool 
breezes in fummef, and the air is 

more temperate than In other places under 
the fame parallel. York ifland in 15 miles 
in length, and hardly 1 in breadth. It 
joined to the main by a bridge called 
King’s Bridge. The channels between 
Long and Staten iflands, and between 
Long and York iflands are fo narrow as to 
occafion an unufual rapidity of the tides 
which is imereafed by the confluence of the 
waters of t^e Uudfon and E River. This 
rapidity in general prevents the obftrudion 
©f the channel by ice^ fo that the naviga - 
don U clear, except for a few day* in L-z- 
fons when the weather is uncommonly 
fevere. There is no bafoti or bay for the 
reception offhips, but the road where they 
lie in E River is defended from the violence 
of the fea by the iflands which inter !ocb 
with each other; fo that except that of 
Rhode Ifland, the harbour of New-York f 
which admits (hips of any burden, is the 
beft in the United States. The number of 
inhabitant*, in 1786 Was 23,6 14 - New 
York 1597 miles NE of Philadelphia.

'I here are about 50 villages, but no other 
iarge town than Zante, which is feated 
on the E fide of the ifland, and has a good 
harbour.

Zealand, an Ifland of Denmark, - al*

It 
lies at the entrance of the Baltic, having 
the Schaggerach Sea on the N, the Sound 
on the E, the Baltic on the 3, and the 
Great Belt on the W. It is exceedingly 
fertile ; producing grain of all forts, and 
in great plenty, and abounding with ex¬ 
cellent patture. It is particularly famous 
for its breed of horfes A fourth part of 
this ifland confift* of a forett, in which 
there is plenty of game ; there are alio a 
great many deer and wild boars, which are 
referred tor the king’s own hunting. Co-» 
{vcnl^agtii is not only the capital of thii 
ifland, but of the whole kingdom.

Zealand, Ne w, an tfland in the 
pacific Oceon, difeovered by Tafman, in 
164a.

ing attacked by the natives, foon after he 
came to an anchor, in the place to which 
He gave the name of Murderers Bay, he 
4kl not go on fhorc. He called the country 
Staten Land, in honour of the States Gene¬ 
ral, though it has been generally diftin- 
guifhed in our maps and charts by the 
A4xne of New Zealand. From the time 
•f Tafman, the whole country, except 
that part of the coaft which was fee* by 
him, remained altogether unknown, and 
uras by many fuppofed to make part of a 
Southern continent, till the year 1770, 
when it was circumnavigated by Captain 
Cook, who found it to confifl of two large 

iflands, feparated by. a ftriit four or .. 

leagues broad, to which he gave hi§ own 
same* On the W fide of this ftrait, in lat. 
41 S Qjueen Charlotte’s Sound is fituated, 
which was made a principal place of ren¬ 
dezvous in his fubfequent voyages. Thrfe 
iflands lie between the lat. 34 and 48 81 
and between the Ion. of 166 and 180 E. 
The winters are milder than in England, 
and the fummers not hotter, though more 
equally warm.

ever exterminated. • Their creeks fvrarrn 
with fifli, Which aw not only wholefome, 
but equally delicious with thofe of Europe. 
The rocks are funtifhed with great quan¬ 
tities of excellent nauflels, one fort: of width 
rocafurcs above a foot in length, and wan 
great variety of other feeft fifh. The rr.rm 
are ftout, well made, and fldhy ; bu: noi*e 
of them corpulent, like the lazy and luxu¬ 
riant iHabitants of Ouhcitc and the Socie¬ 
ty iflesj and they are alfo oceeedic^y 
vigorous and adlive. The woeen, in ge¬ 
neral, are fmalier and not fo tsH as Lie 
men j but poflefling few peculiar gr^ei 
of form or petfon, are chiefly dxftingu&i- 
ed by the foftnefs of their voices. 
Their colour m general is hroww, but m 
few deeper than that of the Spaniard u “jo 
has been expofed to the fun, and in nuny 
not fo deep; and both fexes have geed 
features. Their drefs^s very uncouth, 
and they mark their bodies m a manuu- 
fimilar to the inhabitants of Ouhrnr, 
and which is called tattowing. Thur 
principal weapons are lances, darts, and a 
kind of battle-axes ; and they have gene¬ 
rally lhown themfelves very haftile tu the 
Europeans who have vifited them* I ..e 
people are cannibals and for fisch cxmtii.u- 
al wars, and the inhuman banquet that m 
the confequenre of victory, among a pro¬ 
le in other rcfpedl* mild and gentle, per- 
aps no better reafon can be affigned, than 
what at firft originated in neccf&ty, Lo 
been perpetuated by habit, and exaipcraicd 


ther remarkably tall and ftraight, of which 
proLably very fine mailt might be made.

burg,^and on the W by the canton of 
Zug and the Free Prpyitices. Zuric was 
formerly *n imperial city, and obtained 
trom the emperoc Frederic II. very confl- 
durable privileges ; which were acknow¬ 
ledged and augmented by feveral qf hit 
f ucceflbrs. The civil war between the 
magiftrate* and the people, in 1735, wi« 
vrry near reducing the city to ruins ; but 
the former being banifhed, the citizens, in 
13 <7, eftablilhed a new form of govern¬ 
ment, which was confirmed by the empe¬ 
ror Louis of Bavaria. The exiles, after fe- 
veral fruitlefs attempts, were at length re¬ 
admitted ; but it being difeovered that 
'ley had engaged in 4 confpiracy againft 
*ne citiaens, they were ail of them put to 
•Lath. in coniequence of this franfc&ion, 

:' *• nobles in thtf neighbourhood took up 
a.nis againft the town: i|ue latter, after 
Living applied iucficdlually for affiftance 
t'! the emperor Charles IV, entered into an 
alliance with'the foyt cantons, Lucern, 
i'n t Schweitz, and Undcrwalden, and was 
admitted a member of their confederacy. 
i his event happened in the year 1351. 
The lour cantons yielded the pre-eminence 
to Zuric : which privilege it enjoys at pre- 
fent ; being the firft canton in rank, and 
the m«jft confiderable in extent both of 
territory and power next to Berne. This 
cjnton, in I7$4> contained 174,57* fpuk, 
including 10,500 in the capital. It 
abounds*in wine and excellent pafturc ; but 
as there is not a lufficient fupply of corn, 
for interior confumption, the deficiency is ' 
chiefly fopplied from Suabia. The fovc- 


reign ppvrer refides cxdufivefy in the feu*» 
geflet of the town, coufifting oi about aooo, 
which are divided into (3 tribes. The 
legislative authority is veiled by the 
burghers in the fovercign council Of sofi 
members drawn from the r3 tribe*. 
This council comprdes the Senate, or 
Little Council (compofed of 5Q members* 
including the two bvtrgomafters) winch 
has a jurifdi&Km in all civil and criminal 
ca tries. The burghers, * moreover, enjoy 
the foie right of commerce; ftnmgers, 
and even fubje&s, being esduded from 
pofehafing wrought* manufactures » any 
part of the canton. 

Zuric, a confiderable dty of Swifler- 
land, capital of a cantos of the fame name. 

It ftands at the N end of lake Zuric, and 
occupies both fide* of the rapid and tiw- 
fparrnt Lhnmat, which iftues from that 
lake, s aiid divides the totfn into two une¬ 
qual parts, which communicate by three 
bridges. It was formerly an imperjfcl 
city, and is one of the bell built in this 
country, but the ftrtcts are narrow, and 
the houfes high. The cathedral was 
founded by Charlemagne, and is adorned 
with 1 ftatue of that emperor. Zuric 
was the Jirft town m owifTerfcmd that 
feparated from the church of Rome, br¬ 
ing cc 1; ted by the argument* of Znin- 
glius. The two divibons of Zuric are' 
called the Qld Town and the Suburbs. 
The former is furrouaded by the lame 
battlements and towers that exifted in the 
13th century; \hc latter are ftrengthened 
by fortifications in the modern ftyle. 
The arfenal is well fupplifcd with catmoa 
and ammunition, and contains mufqueta 
for 30,000 men. Here are feveral ma- 
nuta&ures; particularly mufirns, cottons, 
linens, and iilk handkerchiefs. Zuric 
is 35 miles SW of Conftancc, 40 SE of 
Bafie, and 55 NE of Bern. Lon. If 30 E> 
Lt. 47 zo N. 

Zuric, a Jake of SwiiTerland, near 
10 leagues in length, and one in breadth. 
In the vicinity of Zuric, the edges of the 
lake are Ikirted with a continued range of 
villas, which being intermixed among vine-* 
yards and pallpre grounds, produce x 
moft plcafmg effect. The adjacent coun- 
try is finely cultivated and well peopled ; 
and the foutSicro part of the lake appears 
at fome little diiUnce bounded with the 
high adou? mountains oi Schweitz and 
Cilarus : the ftenery all together is pidtu- 
refque, lively, and diversified. ‘ The river 
Limftiat runs through the whole length of 
thX lake to the city of Zuric.
